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FOREWORD 



The purpose of the Classification of Instructional Programs (CIP) is to provide a taxonomic scheme that 
will support the accurate tracking, assessment, and reporting of fields of study and program completions 
activity. CIP was originally developed by the U.S. Department of Education's National Center for Education 
Statistics (NCES) in 1980, with revisions occurring in 1985 and 1990. The 2000 edition of the CIP (CIP- 
2000) is the third revision of the taxonomy and presents an updated taxonomy of instructional program 
classifications and descriptions. 

Revisions to national and international coding schemes such as the CIP require that users be given ample 
opportunity to comment on proposed changes as well as sufficient time to make these changes in their 
reporting systems. In developing the CIP-2000, public comment was invited on two review drafts. This 
final publication reflects the comments that were received or agreements that were reached on the 
approach to particular revisions. Additionally, to allow sufficient time for users to implement the CIP-2000 
in their databases and reporting systems, NCES will give users at least 2 years from the date of 
publication of the CIP-2000 to implement the revised taxonomy in reporting on postsecondary program 
completions. 

The CIP is the accepted federal government statistical standard on instructional program classifications 
and is used in a variety of education information surveys and databases. Si nee 1980 when it was first 
published, the CIP has been used by NCES in the Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System 
(IPEDS) and its predecessor, the Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS). It is also used 
by other Department of Education offices, such as the Office for Civil Rights, the Office of Vocational and 
Adult Education, and the Office of Special Education, and serves as the standard on instructional 
programs for other federal agencies, including the (former) National Occupational Information 
Coordinating Committee (NOICC), the National Science Foundation and the Department of Commerce 
(Bureau of the Census), the Department of Labor (Bureau of Labor Statistics), and others. The CIP is 
also used by the National Academy of Sciences, state agencies, national associations, academic 
institutions, and employment counseling services as the basis for collecting, reporting, and analyzing 
instructional program data. 

The CIP-2000 has been adopted as the standard field of study taxonomy by Statistics Canada. The 
decision to adopt the CIP-2000 was based on the comprehensiveness and detail of the CIP and the 
potential for enhanced comparability with U.S. education data. The CIP will be phased in to replace 
Statistics Canada's University Student Information System (USIS) and Community College Student 
Information System (CCSIS) as well as the Canadian Census major field of study classification. 
Transition from the USIS, CCSIS, and Canadian Census codes to CIP-2000 will begin with the 
implementation of the postsecondary Enhanced Student Information System (ESIS) by the Canadian 
Centre for Education Statistics (CES). Consultations between the CES and the NCES and National 
Library of Education (NLE) have resulted in the inclusion of Canadian content within the CIP-2000. 

The number of instructional programs added to the CIP-2000 is a testament not only to the changing 
nature of postsecondary education in the United States and Canada but also to the completeness that this 
publication has achieved. We are pleased to present this edition of the CIP. 
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1. INTRODUCTION 



The 2000 edition of the Classification of Instructional Programs (C\P-2000) is the third revision of the 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) taxonomy of instructional programs. Previous revisions of 
the CIP were published in 1985 and 1990. Two drafts of the CIP-2000 were made available for public 
review in 2000 and revised as a result of that review process. The sections that follow delineate the 
methods, processes, and procedures used to develop the CIP-2000 and provide information on the CIP's 
structure, contents, and organization. They also provide a guide to identifying changes that have been 
made to the CIP taxonomy. 

Development of the CIP-2000: Process and Procedures 

NCES engaged a wide range of CIP users and stakeholders in the development of the CIP-2000. 
Meetings and discussions were held with representatives of federal agencies, accrediting and 
professional associations, academic societies, institutional administrators; and other interested parties in 
an effort to develop mutually agreed upon program classifications and descriptions. An extensive 
examination of government and private data resources on instructional programs was also undertaken. 
Postsecondary institutional catalogs and course listings were analyzed, as were commercial databases 
and published lists of approved programs. NCES also analyzed its own data files as well as those of 
other federal agencies, state agencies, and other organizations to identify programs for inclusion in the 
CIP. These databases included the Completions File of the Integrated Postsecondary Education Data 
System (IPEDS); the Postsecondary Transcript Data File of the National Longitudinal Study; databases 
sponsored by the National Occupational Information Coordinating Committee (NOICC); the National 
Science Foundation's Survey of Earned Doctorates; the Dictionary of Occupational Titles of the 
Department of Labor; the Standard Occupational Classification System of the Department of Commerce; 
and various databases and publications of the Bureau of Labor Statistics and the Bureau of the Census. 
A similarly extensive review process involving the Provincial Ministries of Education, education 
associations, and institutions of Canada was undertaken by Statistics Canada. 

Defining the CIP: Its Contents, Structure, Purposes, and Uses 

The CIP is a taxonomic coding scheme of instructional programs. It is intended to facilitate the 
organization, collection, and reporting of program completions data using classifications that capture the 
majority of reportable program completion activity. The CIP titles and program descriptions are intended 
to be generic categories into which program completions data can be placed, not exact duplicates of 
specific major field of study titles used by individual institutions. 

The CIP is not intended to be a regulatory device. CIP codes and their associated programs are standard 
statistical coding tools that reflect current practice, not a prescriptive list of officially recognized or 
permitted programs. Codes that have been added, deleted, or moved reflect variations in instructional 
program offerings and reported data that have occurred since the 1990 edition of the CIP was produced. 

CIP codes, for the most part, are not intended to correspond exclusively to any specific degree or 
program level. In most cases, any given instructional program may be offered at various levels, and CIP 
codes are intended to capture all such data. 

Organization of the CIP-2000 

The CIP-2000 is divided into six chapters and appendix A that contain information and codes that are 
distinguishable from each other. The chapters contain the following types of instructional programs: 
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Chapter I contains academic and occupationally-specific instructional programs offered 
for academic credit at one or more postsecondary educational levels. These programs 
usually result in recognized completion points and awards such as degrees, diplomas, 
certificates, or some other formal award. 

Note: the numerical sequences in Chapter I occasionally skip codes or Series 
numbers. This results either from deletions of code numbers that appeared in previous 
editions of the CIP, or moves of 2- or 4-digit Series and/or 6-digit codes to new locations 
or chapters. 

Chapter II contains residency programs in various dental, medical, and veterinary 
specializations offered in teaching hospitals and similar locations, that may lead to 
advanced professional certification if board approval is sought and obtained. These 
residency programs are in a separate chapter to preclude confusion with research degree 
programs with similar names in the clinical, biological, and agricultural sciences. 

Chapter III contains technology education and industrial arts programs that are taught at 
high schools and other non-postsecondary levels. 

Chapter IV contains Reserve Officer Training Corps (ROTC) programs that are offered 
for limited regular credit and that lead to professionally recognized completions, but that 
do not lead to academic awards or completions. 

Chapter V contains personal Improvement and leisure-time programs that are not 
typically offered for academic credit, but that may receive some form of recognition and 
may lead to a completion award. 

Chapter VI contains instructional programs that lead to general diplomas and certificates 
awarded at the secondary education level only. 

Appendix A contains instructional programs offered in French to Canadian residents and 
others for whom French is the first language, or to other students enrolled in schools, 
colleges, and universities in Canada in which the primary language of instruction is 
French. 



Organization of the Taxonomy 

The CIP taxonomy is organized on three levels: 1) a 2-digit Series, 2) a 4-digit Series, and 3) a 6-digit 
program level with the 2-digit Series codes and programs representing the most general groupings of 
related programs; the 4-digit Series codes and programs representing intermediate groupings of 
programs that have comparable content and objectives; and the 6-digit codes representing the specific 
instructional programs. 

The numbering format for the 2-digit Series consists of a 2-digit number followed by a period. (Examples: 
01., 13., and 22.) Codes and program titles at this level appear in bold type and in capital letters. 
(Examples: 01. AGRICULTURE, AGRICULTURE OPERATIONS, AND RELATED SCIENCES; 13. 
EDUCATION; and 22. LEGAL PROFESSIONS AND STUDIES). 

Program descriptions at the 2-digit Series level begin with the standard phrase "Instructional programs" 
followed by a general description of the content areas and topics associated with the instructional 
programs within that Series. 

The numbering sequence for the 4-digit Series consists of the 2-digit Series number followed by a period 
and an assigned 2-digit number following the period that is uniquely associated with that 4-digit Series. 
Codes and program titles at the 4-digit level appear in bold type. (Examples: 01.01 Agricultural 
Business and Management; and 51.02 Communication Disorders Sciences and Services). The 
programs that comprise the 4-digit groupings are listed in numerical sequence. Within a 4-digit Series, 
single instructional programs with a more general focus appear at the beginning of the Series and an 
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"Other" program entry appears as the final program entry within the Series. This convention of including 
an "other" program code was established to provide a category for reporting on programs that fall within a 
4-digit Series but do not listed have a separate program code. For example, within Series 01 .01 , 
Agricultural Business and Management, the code and program 01.0101 Agriculture Business and 
Management, General appears first and 01.0199, Agricultural Business and Management, Other is the 
last program code. 

Program descriptions are not provided at the 4-digit summary level. The user is instead informed where 
the instructional content for the Series is contained. Example: for Series 01 .01 , Agricultural Business and 
Management, the program description is indicated as follows: the Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 01.0101 - 01.0199. 

Six-digit codes are the most detailed program classifications within the CIP. They are the basic unit of 
analysis used by NCES and institutions in tracking and reporting program completions and fields of study 
data. There is at least one 6-digit code within every 4-digit Series. The numbering sequence is similar to 
the 4-digit Series sequence, with two more digits added after the 4-digit Series number; the standard 
format for the 6-digit codes is XX.XXXX. (Examples: 01 .0101, 05.0101, 51.0201). Program titles appear 
in bold type, (Examples: 01.0101 Agricultural Business and Management, General, 01.0102, 
Agribusiness/Agricultural Business Operations, and 51.0201 Communication Disorders, 
General). 

Each 6-digit program appears with a description that indicates the instructional content of the program. 
These subject matter listings are intended as a general guide to the content areas addressed by the 
instructional program. Programs offered at different levels may cover more or fewer topics than those 
listed. 

The program descriptions generally identify the objectives and content of the instructional programs. 
Program descriptions for academic or general programs begin with the phrase "A program that focuses 
on ..." Program descriptions that begin with the phrase "A program that prepares individuals for...", or the 
phrase " generally prepares individuals" indicate that the program is designed to prepare individuals for 
specific occupations upon completion. 

Example: 01 . AGRICULTURE, AGRICULTURE OPERATIONS, AND RELATED SCIENCES. 

Instructional programs that focus on agriculture and related sciences and that prepare individuals to apply 
specific knowledge, methods, and techniques to the management and performance of agricultural 
operations. 

01 .01 Agricultural Business and Management. Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 01.0101-01.0199. 

01.0102 Agribusiness/Agricultural Business Operations. A program that prepares 
individuals to manage agricultural businesses and agriculturally related operations within 
diversified corporations. Includes instruction in agriculture, agricultural specialization, 
business management, accounting, finance, marketing, planning, human resources 
management, and other managerial responsibilities. 



Series and Code Titles 

The titles of Series and programs presented in the CIP-2000 generally represent the most commonly 
used current titles of programs and program groupings. However, some titles have been maintained in 
the CIP-2000 either because of their historical importance and their continued usage by large numbers of 
institutions and schools, or because the terminology is accepted by accreditors and professional bodies in 
some cases where programs are governed by regulations related to preparation for licensed occupations. 

Single titles are comprised of one word or phrase, such as "Psychology" or "Civil Engineering," that 
conveys the most commonly used or accepted name describing a program. 
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In some cases, more than one title may be used for the same instructional program. CIP 2000 uses 
words or phrases separated by slashes in situations where (1) two or more commonly accepted names 
exist for the same program, (2) the same program has different names at different educational levels, or 
(3) the program has undergone a recent name change but many institutions still use the older name for 
the program. For example. "Engineering Technologists/Technicians" is the slashed title of Series 15., 
which includes programs that prepare engineering technologists (the preferred term, but not the only one 
used) and also engineering technicians (an alternative title). Different terms may also be used at different 
educational levels in some cases. Another example is "Family and Consumer Sciences/Human 
Sciences," where the term Human Sciences is the new title but it has not yet been universally adopted 
and thus the older title is still referenced. 

CIP-2000 groups closely related programs together in 6-digit codes and in Series so that institutions may 
report data for them in discrete codes and not in undifferentiated "other" categories. The titles of closely 
related programs captured under the same code are separated by commas and/or the conjunction "and." 
For example, the title of Series 50., "Visual and Performing Arts," indicates that it contains programs in 
both the visual or plastic arts (fine art, applied art, crafts, photography, etc.) and the kinetic or performing 
arts (music, dance, theatre, etc.). Likewise, the title of code 03.0201, "Natural Resources Management 
and Policy," indicates that this code is the appropriate place to report data on majors in either or both 
natural resources management and natural resources policy. 

Principles Governing the Inclusion of Programs in the CIP. 

For purposes of the CIP, NCES defines an instructional program as follows: 

A combination of courses and experiences that is designed to accomplish a predetermined 
objective or set of allied objectives such as preparation for advanced study, qualification for an 
occupation or range of occupations, or simply the increase of knowledge and understanding. 
(Chismore and Hill, A Classification of Educational Subject Matter, NCES, 1978, p. 165). 

Under this definition, instructional programs included in the CIP must meet all of the following operational 
criteria: 

1) An instructional program must be offered by, through, or under the auspices of an 
education institution or other recognized provider. 

2) The program must consist of more than one isolated course or learning experience 
and must not be a haphazard collection of unrelated courses or experiences. 

3) There must be a set of structured learning experiences, defined by an institution or other 
provider, leading to a completion point that is formally certified by a degree, another formal 
award, or some other form of recognition. 

Types of instructional programs that meet the above criteria for inclusion in the CIP: 

• postsecondary programs culminating in the following types of awards: postsecondary certificates 
for the completion of programs that are less than 1 academic year, at least 1 but less than 2 
academic years or at least 2 but less than 4 academic years; associate's degrees; bachelor's 
degrees; post-baccalaureate certificates; master's degrees; post-master's certificates; first- 
professional degrees; education specialist's degrees (Ed.Sp.); doctor's degrees; and post- 
doctorate certificates; 

• residency programs conducted by the dental, medical, and veterinary professions that lead to 
advanced professional certification, including specific training offered by the U.S. Military in 
programs parallel to civilian instructional programs; 

• secondary and postsecondary Cadet and Junior/Senior ROTC programs; 

• adult education programs leading to certificates of completion; 
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• secondary programs culminating in the following awards: regular/general high school diplomas 
and secondary/senior high graduation/completion diplomas/certificates; college/university 
preparatory and advanced high school/secondary school diplomas; vocational high school 
diplomas; and secondary/ vocational/industrial diplomas; and programs culminating in diplomas, 
honors/regents high school diplomas and provincial graduation certificates; high 
school/secondary equivalence certificates, and adult secondary school diplomas; certificates of 
competence and provincial certificates of education; certificates of individualized education 
program completion (IEP); and certificates for home-schooled instruction. 



The CIP is a coding guide designed to assist in the collection of data on formal instructional programs 
only. The following programs are, therefore, not included in the CIP: 

• in-house, professional, or on-the-job training activities that are not recognized by an education 
institution or provider and that do not lead to any kind of formal award, credit, or certification; and 

• subject matter specializations or individual courses within a program that are not treated as a 
major and are generally not recognized by the education institution as a formal program offering. 

An instructional program that meets the criteria stated above is eligible for inclusion in the CIP. To 
determine whether an eligible program would be retained or added, the following decision rules were 
used: 

• federal survey data showing that at least 30 program completions have been reported over a 3- 
year period in at least 10 postsecondary institutions in three or more states (e.g., from surveys 
such as IPEDS or the National Science Foundation's Survey of Earned Doctorates); 

• written requests for new codes provided via federal education surveys and meeting the threshold 
criterion above; 

• requests from other federal agencies, state governments, or Canadian authorities for new or 
modified codes together with evidence of the existence of such programs and the need for them; 

• evidence, including testimony, of authorities in a field who state, and provide evidence to show, 
that a new program exists and is offered; and/or 

• empirical evidence of program viability based on the authors' review of primary sources and 
related data bases at both the secondary and postsecondary levels. 



Programs and codes could have been deleted from the current edition of CIP for the following reasons: 

• Federal survey data showing that fewer than 30 program completions were recorded over a 
three-year period, in less than 10 postsecondary institutions and spread across fewer than three 
states; 

• Evidence, including testimony, from authorities in a field who state and provide evidence to show, 
that a program is or will no longer be offered or recognized; and/or 

• Empirical evidence that a program is not in fact offered, based on the authors' review of primary 
sources and data bases at both the secondary and postsecondary levels. 

Revisions to the CIP-2000. 



The development of the CIP-2000 resulted in several significant changes to the program listings 
(additions, deletions, and movements of individual programs and program groups). The conventions used 
to implement these changes are delineated below. 
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Several new codes and programs were added to the CIP-2000 to reflect program titles and definitions 
that are currently used by education providers and professional associations. New programs were added 
when there was sufficient evidence that a new instructional program or Series of programs was evolving 
and when the programs met the operational criteria for inclusion. The identification of new programs 
resulted from meetings and extensive discussions between NCES and representatives of professional 
associations, academic societies, federal agencies and institutional registrars and academic affairs 
officials. Searches of institutional and association program databases also informed the identification of 
new programs. 

A standard procedure was used to identify programs that were added to the CIP-2000. The programs are 
presented in italics and labeled "NEW" in the Index of CIP-2000 Codes and Titles. They appear in bold 
italics and are also labeled "NEW" in the full program listing of the CIP-2000. (Examples: 09.10 
Publishing (NEW); and 09.1001 Publishing (NEW).) These examples indicate that both a new 4-digit 
Series and a 6-digit instructional program for Publishing were added to the CIP. A comprehensive list of 
"NEW" programs is provided in table 1 . 

Programs that are identified as "New" in the CIP-2000 are programs that were either added to the 
taxonomy for the first time or reinstated from previous CIP taxonomies. (Examples: Series 01.08 
Agricultural Public Services and code/program 51.2209, Maternal and Child Health (NEW) are classified 
as New because they were added to the CIP taxonomy for the first time.) Urban Forestry (code 03.0508); 
Comparative Psychology (code 42.0501), and Personality Psychology (code 42.1001) are also classified 
as New but they were reinstated from previous editions of the CIP. 

The CIP also contains several new CIP codes, that is, numeric codes that have been added to the 
taxonomy. (A listing of the added CIP Codes is provided in appendix C.) The codes do not necessarily 
reflect new programs but typically result from a repositioning or reorganization of programs within the 
taxonomy. (Example: Code 51.3603 was added to the taxonomy because the Hypnotherapy program 
was moved from its program group in the CIP-1990 and integrated into a newly-created program group, 
Series 51 .36, Movement and Mind-Body Therapies and Education.) 

Programs and codes that were deleted from the taxonomy are identified in distinct ways in the Full Listing 
of Program Codes, Titles, and Descriptions. The code for the deleted program appears in brackets and a 
"Deleted" qualifier appears after the program title. (Example 1: [04.07] Architectural Urban Design and 
Planning. (Deleted); Example 2: [04.0701] Architectural Urban Design and Planning (Deleted, Report 
under 04.0301).) This information appears in the location formerly occupied by the program entry. The 
first example indicates that an entire 4-digit Series (group) was deleted from the taxonomy. The second 
example indicates that the 6-digit instructional program originally contained within the Series was 
eliminated and integrated into another 6-digit program. Instructions are provided to alert the CIP user 
where the deleted program should be reported (e.g., Report under 04.0301). 

Several programs that occupied a particular location in the CIP-1990 were moved to new locations within 
the CIP-2000. Multiple sources were consulted before Series or program location changes (i.e., moves) 
were made. Programs that have been moved to new locations (i.e., placed under new program groups) 
are identified as follows: the program code appears in parentheses with instructions that indicate where 
the program has been moved to. (Example: (12.0405) Massage. (Moved, Report under 51.3501).) This 
information is provided in the location formerly occupied by the program entry. Indications of where 
programs have been moved from are also made. (Example: 15.1201 Computer Engineering Tech- 
nology/Technician (Moved from 15.0301). A summarized list of moved programs is provided in table 2. 
The Crosswalk of CIP-1990 to CIP-2000 Programs (table 3) provides detailed information on program 
moves. 

Other Major Changes to the CIP-2000. 

• Several general programs were added at both the 4-digitSeries and 6-digit code levels. 
(Examples: 01 .00 Agriculture, General, and 01.0000 Agriculture, General; 46.00 Construction 
Trades, General; and 46.0000 Construction Trades, General.) These codes were added to 
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permit reporting of undifferentiated or general programs in Series where no such opportunity 
existed previously. 

• Several program groups (Series) were deleted from the CIP-2000. The deletions were made to 
implement a more logical organization of the program classifications. (Examples: Series 02. 
Agricultural Sciences; Series 20. Vocational Home Economics; Series 08. Marketing 
Operations/Marketing and Distribution; and Series 45.08 History.) These programs were, in most 
cases, moved (integrated) into other program groups. (Examples: Series 02. programs were 
integrated into Series 01. and 26.; Series 20. programs (of chapter 1) were moved into Series 
19.; and Series 08. programs were integrated into Series 52. These changes/movements are 
summarized in table 2 and specified in the CIP-1990 to CIP-2000 crosswalk (table 3). 

• Several programs and program groups were moved to new locations in the CIP and assigned 
new CIP codes. Examples include the history and residency programs. History (previously 
located in Series 45.) was moved into a newly created program group (Series 54.); the residency 
programs were assigned a new Series code (Series 60.). Dental residency programs were moved 
to and should be reported under Series 60.01, medical residency programs were moved to and 
should be reported under Series 60.02, and veterinary residency programs were moved to and 
should be reported under Series 60.03. 



Cross-References 

Cross-references or crosswalks are provided to refer the CIP user to related codes/programs within the 
CIP. Their primary purpose is to refer the CIP user to a more appropriate code/classification for use in 
reporting a program. Cross-references are located immediately below the program that they are related to 
and are preceded by five dashes in the place where a CIP code would appear. They contain the precise 
title of the Series or program that the CIP user is referred to, followed by a (Report under) instruction that 
indicates which program should be considered for use. Cross-references are made to specific programs 
(i.e., 6-digit programs) or to 4- or 2-digit groups. 

Example: 14.0701 Chemical Engineering. 

— Chemistry. (Report under 40.05 Series) 

Chemical Technology/Technician. (Report under 41 .0301) 

A second type of cross-reference uses a (See also) notation to refer the user to a similar program located 
in another 6-digit program or 4- or 2-digit Series that may be considered before final selection. 

Example: 19.0201 Business Family and Consumer Sciences/Human Sciences. 

Hospitality Administration/Management. (See also 52.09 Series)

The CIP Index provides a comprehensive listing of the program codes and titles that comprise the CIP- 
2000. Its organizational structure is equivalent to that used in the complete taxonomy (Section III). The 
complete CIP taxonomy (inclusive of codes, titles, and program descriptions) is provided in the Full Text of 
Program Codes, Titles, and Descriptions (Section III). Instructions for using the taxonomy are contained 
in the Introduction and the beginning section of the full text taxonomy. 

The programs are listed in ascending numerical order by CIP code and are organized on three functional 
levels: a 2-digit summary level, a 4-digit intermediate group level, and a 6-digit individual program level 
(the 6-digit program listings are the codes and titles that are used for IPEDS and other degree 
completions reporting). Skips or breaks in code continuity result from codes/programs that were moved or 
deleted in this or previous editions of the CIP. Lists of code and program movements and deletions are 
provided in table 2 and appendices B-1 through B-3.

Guide to Using the CIP Taxonomy 

A brief guide for using the CIP-2000 taxonomy follows. The Guide delineates the organizational structure 
and standard conventions used to develop the CIP-2000 taxonomy. 

Organization of the CIP Taxonomy. The programs within the CIP taxonomy are organized on 3 levels: 
1) a 2-digit series, 2) a 4-digit series, and 3) a 6-digit program level. The CIP codes and their 
corresponding programs are listed in ascending order by the code number. Skips or breaks in code 
continuity result from codes/programs that have either been moved within the taxonomy or deleted. 
Refer to table 2 and appendices B-1 through B-3 for listings of code/program moves and deletions. 

The 2-digit Series codes and programs represent summary groups of related programs. The 2-digit codes 
and programs are located at the beginning of each program group; the program titles appear in bold type 
and capital letters (Examples: 01. AGRICULTURE, AGRICULTURE OPERATIONS, AND RELATED 
SCIENCES; 13. EDUCATION, and 22. LEGAL PROFESSIONS AND STUDIES). Each 2-digit group 
contains both 4-digit series and 6-digit code programs. 

The 4-digit Series codes and programs represent an intermediate aggregation of programs. The 4-digit 
series and the programs that comprise them are listed in numerical sequence. Program titles at this level 
appear in bold type. Examples: 01.00 Agriculture, General; 01.01 Agricultural Business and 
Management, and 01.02 Agricultural Mechanization. 

The 6-digit codes and program listings represent single instructional programs. These are the most 
detailed program classifications within the CIP; they are also the codes and programs used by institutions 
to report degree completions and fields of study data. The numbering sequence at this level is similar to 
the 4-digit Series sequence, with two more digits added after the 4-digit Series number. The standard 
format for the 6-digit programs is as follows: 01.0101 Agricultural Business and Management, 
General; and 19.0707 Family and Community Services. Programs with a more general focus appear at 
the beginning of the Series, Example: Agriculture Business and Management, General (code 01 .0101) 
appears as the first program listing. An "Other" category appears as the final program within the series. 
This coding option is included to provide a category for reporting data on specific programs that are not 
listed within the series. Example: 01 .01 99, Agricultural Business and Management, Other. 

Programs Added to the CIP (New CIP Programs). For ease of identification and use, programs that 
have been added to the taxonomy are identified in two ways: 1) the program title appears in italics and 2) 
a "NEW" qualifier appears in parenthesis after the program title. Programs classified as "NEW" are 
programs that have either been added to the taxonomy since the release of the CIP-1990 or have been 
reinstated from previous editions of the CIP. Examples; 01.08 Agricultural Public Services (NEW), 
01.0802 Agricultural Communication/Journalism (NEW); and 51.2209 Maternal and Child Health 
(NEW). Programs such as Urban Forestry (code 03.0508); and Comparative Psychology (code 42.0501) 
are also classified as "NEW because they are restored programs (i.e., programs/codes that were deleted 
from previous taxonomies but have been reinstated in the CIP-2000). A list of all new programs is 
provided in table 1. 

New CIP Codes. The CIP-2000 taxonomy also contains several new numeric CIP codes (i.e., codes that 
were added to the taxonomy for the first time). These new CIP codes are not necessarily indicative of 
new programs . In many cases, they reflect codes that were added to accommodate a reorganization or 
repositioning of programs or program groups. New CIP codes are not identified within the taxonomy but 
are listed in appendix C. Example; code 51 .3603 was added to the taxonomy because the program 
Hypnotherapy was moved from its location in the CIP-1990 to a newly-established program group (Series 
51 .36: Movement and Mind-Body Therapies and Education).

Deleted Programs. Programs that have been deleted from the CIP are identified as follows: 1) the 
program code is enclosed in brackets, and 2) a notation that the program has been Deleted follows the 
program title. There are two types of deletions, Straight Deletions which indicate a code or series has 
been completely removed from the taxonomy and Crosswalked Deletions which identify programs that 
have been deleted as separate entries but combined or integrated into other existing programs. 
Instructions are provided for these deletions indicating where the program is currently located and should 
be reported. 

Example 1: [03.04] Forest Production and Processing. (Deleted) 

Example 2: [03.0203] Natural Resources Law Enforcement and Protective Services.

Moved Programs . Programs that have been repositioned within the CIP are identified in 2 ways: 1) the 
program code is enclosed in parentheses and 2) a notation is provided after the program title indicating 
where the program has been moved. 

Example 1: (01.0501) Agricultural/Farm Supplies Retailing and Wholesaling. (Moved, Report 
under 01.0105). 

Example 2: (15.1101) Engineering Technology, General. (Moved, Report under 15.0000) 

Note A summary of Moved programs is provided in table 2. Specific program movements are 

identified in the Crosswalk of CIP-1990 to CIP-2000 Codes and Programs (table 3). 

Cross-references . Cross-references or crosswalks are provided to refer the CIP user to related 
codes/programs within the CIP. Their primary purpose is to refer the CIP user to a more appropriate 
code/classification for use in reporting a program. Cross-references are located immediately below the 
program that they are related to and are preceded by 5 dashes in the place where a CIP code would 
appear. The title of the Series or program that the CIP user is referred to is listed, followed by a (Report 
under ...) instruction that indicates which program should be considered for use. Cross-references are 
made to specific programs (i.e., 6-digit programs) or to 4- or 2-digit groups.

12.0408 Facial Treatment Specialist/Facialist. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to massage and treat the face, neck, and scalp with chemical 
and cosmetic preparations, and to function as licensed facial specialists 
in specialized and full service salons. Includes instruction in facial 
surface anatomy; skin properties; skin decontamination and infection 
control; facial massage; facial makeup; facial wrapping; selection and 
application of creams, lotions, oils, and other chemicals and cosmetics; 
European and other facial techniques; client evaluation and care, 
applicable laws and regulations, and business practices. 

12.0409 Aesthetician/Esthetician and Skin Care Specialist. (NEW) A program 
that prepares individuals to cleanse, depilate, massage, and beautify the 
human body and to function as licensed estheticians and skin care 
specialists. Includes instruction in skin anatomy, physiology, and health; 
principles of nutrition; decontamination and infection control; health and 
safety; facial and body massage; body wrapping and spa treatments; 
temporary hair removal including waxing and tweezing; color and skin 
analysis; client consultation and care; applicable laws and regulations; 
business practices; and sometimes related alternative healing regimens. 

12.0410 Nail Technician/Specialist and Manicurist. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to shape fingernails and toenails, remove unwanted 
skin and blemishes, apply polish and cosmetics to nails, and function as 
licensed manicurists or nail technicians/specialists. Includes instruction 
in manicuring theory; skin anatomy; nail growth, irregularities, and 
diseases; sterilization and sanitation; equipment and table maintenance; 
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cuticle, blemish, and rough skin removal; nail filing, shaping, and 
polishing; cream application and extremity massage; nail sculpture and 
design art; product storage and use; customer service; laws and 
regulations; and business practices. 

12.0411 Permanent Cosmetics/Makeup and Tattooing. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to prepare and apply permanent markings, color, 
and cosmetic products to the face and body for aesthetic or clinical 
purposes; to remove unwanted markings; and to function as licensed 
permanent makeup artists and tattooists. Includes instruction in client 
consultation; sterilization and sanitation; skin anatomy, diseases, and 
disorders; skin preparation and anesthetics; color theory; machine theory 
and operation; needle selection; applications such as eyebrows, 
eyeliners, lips, lipliners, beauty marks, and blemish/mark removal; after 
care; laws and regulations; and business practices. 

12.0412 Salon/Beauty Salon Management/Manager. (NEW) A program that 
prepares cosmetologists, hairstylists, and other personal grooming 
specialists to manage beauty parlors, shops, and full-service or 
specialized salons and to prepare for licensure as professional salon 
owners and operators. Includes instruction in cosmetic services 
marketing and retailing; advertising and promotion; salon management; 
the cosmetic and salon supply industries; hiring, supervision, and labor 
relations; applicable business and professional laws and regulations; 
professional standards and image; and customer service. 

12.0413 Cosmetology, Barber/Styling, and Nail Instructor. (NEW) A program 
that prepares cosmetologists, barbers, stylists, nail technicians, and other 
grooming specialists to teach their specializations in licensed and 
accredited schools of cosmetology and barbering, and to prepare for 
licensure as instructors. Includes instruction in cosmetology arts and 
sciences teaching principles; student learning styles; professional 
curricula development; instructional planning; instructional methods and 
aids; student counseling and career assistance; test development; and 
classroom/clinic management. 



12.0499 Cosmetology and Related Personal Grooming Arts, Other. Any 

instructional program in cosmetology and related personal grooming 
services not listed above. 



Instructional content for this group of programs is 
defined in codes 12.0500- 12.0599.

12.0500 Cooking and Related Culinary Arts, General. (NEW) A program that 
focuses on the general study of the cooking and related culinary 

arts, and that may prepare individuals for a variety of jobs within 
the food service industry. Includes instruction in food preparation; 
cooking techniques; equipment operation and maintenance; 
sanitation and safety; communication skills; applicable regulations; 
and principles of food service management. 

12.0501 Baking and Pastry Arts/Baker/Pastry Chef. A program that 
prepares individuals to serve as professional bakers and pastry 
specialists in restaurants or other commercial baking establishments. 
Includes instruction in bread and pastry making, bread and pastry 
handling and storage, cake and pastry decorating, baking industry 
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operations, product packaging and marketing operations, and counter 
display and service. 



12.0502 Bartending/Bartender. A program that prepares individuals to 
professionally prepare mixed alcoholic and non-alcoholic beverages and 
related products and manage bars, lounges, and beverage service 
operations in the hospitality industry. Includes instruction in mixology, 
oenology, accounting and cash management, inventory and cellar 
management, bar and lounge management, applicable laws and 
regulations, customer service, and labor/employment regulations. 

12.0503 Culinary Arts/Chef Training. A program that prepares individuals to 
provide professional chef and related cooking services in restaurants and 
other commercial food establishments. Includes instruction in recipe and 
menu planning, preparing and cooking of foods, supervising and training 
kitchen assistants, the management of food supplies and kitchen 
resources, aesthetics of food presentation, and familiarity or mastery of a 
wide variety of cuisines and culinary techniques. 

12.0504 Restaurant, Culinary, and Catering Management/Manager. A 

program that prepares individuals to plan, supervise, and manage food 
and beverage preparation and service operations, restaurant facilities, 
and catering services. Includes instruction in food/beverage industry 
operations, cost control, purchasing and storage, business 
administration, logistics, personnel management, culinary arts, restaurant 
and menu planning, executive chef functions, event planning and 
management, health and safety, insurance, and applicable law and 
regulations. 

12.0505 Food Preparation/Professional Cooking/Kitchen Assistant. A 

program that prepares individuals to serve under the supervision of chefs 
and other food service professionals as kitchen support staff and 
commercial food preparation workers. Includes instruction in kitchen 
organization and operations, sanitation and quality control, basic food 
preparation and cooking skills, kitchen and kitchen equipment 
maintenance, and quantity food measurement and monitoring. 

12.0506 Meat Cutting/Meat Cutter. A program that prepares individuals to 
receive, cut, and package animal meat products in commercial 
establishments and to function as licensed meat cutters/butchers. 
Includes instruction in product recognition for beef, veal, lamb, pork, 
poultry, and fancy and smoked meats; retail and wholesale cutting and 
specialty cuts; packaging and counter display; shop safety; meat 
sanitation, storage and rotation; quality control; meat handling laws and 
regulations; and customer service. 

12.0507 Food Service, Waiter/Waitress, and Dining Room 
Management/Manager. A program that prepares individuals to serve 
food to customers in formal or informal settings. Includes instruction in 
the nutritional, sensory, and functional properties of food and its 
ingredients; food services principles; table and counter services; dining 
room operations and procedures; service personnel supervision and 
management; communication skills; business math; safety and 
sanitation. 



12.0508 Institutional Food Workers. (NEW) A program that prepares 

individuals in production and service used in governmental, commercial 
or independently owned institutional food establishments and related food 
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industry occupations. Includes instruction in selecting, storing, preparing, 
and serving food and food products; basic nutrition; sanitation, and food 
safety; the use and care of commercial equipment; serving techniques; 
and the operation of institutional food establishments. 

12.0599 Culinary Arts and Related Services, Other. Any instructional program 

in culinary arts and related services not listed above. 



12.99 Personal and Culinary Services, Other. Instructional content is defined in code 
12.9999.

Includes 
instruction in the cultural traditions and social patterns, history and 
politics, learning styles and issues, curriculum design, LEP and minority 
education strategies, counseling techniques and social issues, rural 
education services, distance education, adult education techniques, 
school administration, applicable laws and regulations, and research 
issues.

Education not listed above.

13.0301 Curriculum and Instruction. A program that focuses on the curriculum 

and related instructional processes and tools, and that may prepare 
individuals to serve as professional curriculum specialists. Includes 
instruction in curriculum theory, curriculum design and planning, 
instructional material design and evaluation, curriculum evaluation, and 
applications to specific subject matter, programs or educational levels.

13.0402 Administration of Special Education. A program that prepares 
individuals to plan, supervise, and manage programs for exceptional 
students and their parents. Includes instruction in special education 
theory and practice, special education program development, evaluation 
and assessment in special education, state and federal law and 
regulations, managing individual education plans, problems of low- and 
high- disability students, mainstreaming, special education curricula, staff 
management, parent education, communications and community 
relations, budgeting, and professional standards and ethics. 

13.0403 Adult and Continuing Education Administration. A program that 
focuses on the principles and techniques of administering programs and 
facilities designed to serve the basic education needs of undereducated 
adults, or the continuing education needs of adults seeking further or 
specialized instruction, and that prepares individuals to serve as 
administrators of such programs. Includes instruction in adult education 
principles, program and facilities planning, personnel management, 
community and client relations, budgeting and administration, 
professional standards, and applicable laws and policies. 

A program 
that prepares individuals to supervise instructional and support

departmental or unit management, and specific applications to various 
educational settings and curricula.

13.0406 Higher Education/Higher Education Administration. A program that 
focuses on the principles and practice of administration in four-year 
colleges, universities and higher education systems, the study of higher 
education as an object of applied research, and which may prepare 
individuals to function as administrators in such settings. Includes 
instruction in higher education economics and finance; policy and 
planning studies; curriculum; faculty and labor relations; higher education 
law; college student services; research on higher education; institutional 
research; marketing and promotion; and issues of evaluation, 
accountability and philosophy. 

13.0407 Community College Education. A program that focuses on the 
principles and techniques of administering community and junior colleges 
and related postsecondary systems, the study of community and junior 
colleges as objects of applied research, and that may prepare individuals 
to function as administrators in such settings. Includes instruction in 
community and junior college finance; policy and planning studies; 
curriculum; faculty and labor relations; higher education law; student 
services; research on community and junior colleges; institutional 
research; marketing and promotion; and issues of evaluation, 
accountability and philosophy. 

13.0408 Elementary and Middle School Administration/Principalship. (NEW) 

A program that focuses on educational administration at the elementary 
and middle school (K-7) levels, and prepares individuals to serve as 
principals and masters of elementary and middle schools. Includes 
instruction in elementary and/or middle school education, program and 
facilities planning, budgeting and administration, public relations, human 
resources management, childhood and pre-adolescent growth and 
development, counseling skills, applicable law and regulations, school 
safety, policy studies, and professional standards and ethics. 

13.0409 Secondary School Administration/Principalship. (NEW) A program 
that focuses on educational administration at the junior high, secondary, 
or senior high school (7-12) levels, and prepares individuals to serve as 
principals and masters of secondary schools. Includes instruction in 
secondary school education, program and facilities planning, budgeting 
and administration, public relations, human resources management, 
adolescent growth and development, counseling skills, applicable law 
and regulations, school safety, policy studies, and professional standards 
and ethics. 

13.0410 Urban Education and Leadership. (NEW) A program that focuses on 
issues and problems specific to the educational needs of populations and 
communities located in metropolitan, inner city, and related areas and 
prepares individuals to provide educational services and administrative 
leadership in urban contexts. Includes instruction in multicultural 
education, at-risk studies, urban sociology, multilingual 
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education, urban studies and planning, human services, health services 
and nutrition, cross-cultural communication, diversity studies, safety and 
security, and urban educational administration and leadership. 

13.0411 Superintendence? and Educational System Administration. (NEW) A 

program that focuses on leading and managing multi-school educational 
systems and school districts, and prepares individuals to serve as 
systems administrators and district superintendents.

that prepares individuals to function as instructional media designers.

A program that 
focuses on the application of statistics to the analysis and solution of 
educational research problems, and the development of technical 
designs for research studies. Includes instruction in mathematical 
statistics, research design, computer applications, instrument design, 
research methodologies, and applications to research problems in 
specific education subjects. 

13.0604 Educational Assessment, Testing, and Measurement. A program 
that focuses on the principles and procedures for designing, developing, 
implementing and evaluating tests and other mechanisms used to

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performance of specific teaching tools, strategies and curricula. Includes 
instruction in psychometric measurement, instrument design, test 
implementation techniques, research evaluation, data reporting 
requirements, and data analysis and interpretation.

13.1007 Education/Teaching of Individuals with Multiple Disabilities. A 

program that focuses on the design of educational services for children 
or adults with multiple disabilities which adversely affect their educational 
performance and that may prepare individuals to teach such students. 
Includes instruction in identifying students with multiple disabilities, 
developing individual education plans, teaching and supervising multiple 
handicapped students, counseling, and applicable laws and policies. 

13.1008 Education/Teaching of Individuals with Orthopedic and Other 
Physical Health Impairments. A program that focuses on the design of 
educational services for children or adults with orthopedic and other 
health impairments which adversely affect their educational performance 
and that may prepare individuals to teach such students. Includes 
instruction in identifying physically disabled students, developing 
individual education plans, teaching and supervising students with 
orthopedic and other health impairments, counseling, and applicable laws 
and policies. 

13.1009 Education/Teaching of Individuals with Vision Impairments 
Including Blindness. A program that focuses on the design of 
educational services for children or adults with visual disabilities which 
adversely affect their educational performance and that may prepare 
individuals to teach such students.

Includes instruction in 
diagnosing learning disabilities, developing individual education plans, 
teaching and supervising special education students, special education 
counseling, and applicable laws and policies.

educational institutions. Includes instruction in legal and professional 
requirements, therapeutic counselor intervention, vocational counseling, 
and related sociological and psychological foundations.

relationship of endodontic conditions to other dental/oral health issues; 
endodontic operative technique; and patient care and management. 

51.0507 Oral/Maxillofacial Surgery (Cert., MS, PhD). (NEW) A program that 
focuses on the advanced study of the diagnosis and intrusive and 
adjunctive treatment of diseases, injuries, and defects of the oral and 
maxillofacial regions, including functional and aesthetic aspects. 
Includes instruction in pharmacology, analgesia, anesthesia, anxiety 
control, surgical procedures and techniques, surgical instrumentation, 
exodontia, oral diseases and malfunctions, soft and hard tissue 
pathology, dentoalveolar surgery, infection management, and prosthetic 
implantation. 

51.0508 Orthodontics/Orthodontology (Cert, MS, PhD). (NEW) A program 
that focuses on the advanced study of the guidance of growing dental 
structures and the correction of misalignments, disproportionate growth, 
and traumas caused by genetics, disease, injuries, and dysfunctional 
behaviors. Includes instruction in malocclusion, design and fabrication of 
orthodontic appliances, craniofacial alignment, physiological function and 
analysis, cephalometrics, model analysis, space analysis, surgical 
orthodontics, cleft lip and palate, and treatment planning and 
management.

Includes instruction in medical record-keeping, general 
office duties, reception and patient intake, scheduling, equipment 
maintenance and sterilization, basic radiography, pre- and post-operative 
patient care and instruction, chairside assisting, taking tooth and mouth 
impressions, and supervised practice.

Includes 
instruction in planning and initiating administrative procedures, personnel 
supervision, interpersonal skills, general and/or specialized health care 
operations and procedures, and consultation with other medical, nursing, 
and administrative team members. 



51.0705 Medical Office Management/Administration. A program that prepares 
individuals to manage the specialized business functions of a medical or 
clinical office. Includes instruction in business office operations, business 
and financial record-keeping, personnel supervision, medical and health 
care policy administration, conference planning, scheduling and 
coordination, public relations, and applicable law and regulations. 

51.0706 Health Information/Medical Records Administration/Administrator. 

A program that prepares individuals to plan, design, and manage 
systems, processes, and facilities used to collect, store, secure, retrieve, 
analyze, and transmit medical records and other health information used 
by clinical professionals and health care organizations. Includes 
instruction in the principles and basic content of the biomedical and 
clinical sciences; information technology and applications; data and 
database management; clinical research methodologies; health 
information resources and systems; office management; legal 
requirements; and professional standards. 

51.0707 Health Information/Medical Records Technology/Technician. A 

program that prepares individuals, under the supervision of health 
information administrators and other professionals, to construct medical 
records and clinical databases, perform manipulations on retrieved data, 
control the security and quality of records, and supervise data entry and 
technical maintenance personnel. Includes instruction in clinical and 
biomedical science data and information requirements; database 
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management; data coding and validation; information security; quality 
control; health information content and structure; medical business 
procedures; and legal requirements. 

51.0708 Medical Transcription/Transcriptionist. A program that prepares 
individuals to execute verbatim medical conference minutes, medical 
reports, and medical orders. Includes instruction in dictation and 
simultaneous recording, analysis of notes and visual evidence, medical 
terminology, data processing applications and skills, formal medical 
report and correspondence formats, professional standards, and 
applicable law and regulations. 

51.0709 Medical Office Computer Specialist/Assistant. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to apply computer programming, troubleshooting, 
and information technology skills to the installation, maintenance, and 
upgrade of standard, customized, or proprietary medical software and 
associated hardware. Includes instruction in computer programming, 
systems analysis, networking, telecommunications, medical records and 
informatics software applications, information technology, systems 
administration, computer security, and applicable regulations and 
certifications or licenses. 

51.0710 Medical Office Assistant/Specialist. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of office managers and other 
professionals, to perform routine administrative duties in a medical, 
clinical, or health care facility/system office environment. Includes 
instruction in general office skills, data processing, office equipment 
operation, principles of medical record-keeping and business regulations, 
medical/clinical office procedures, and communications skills. 

51.071 1 Medical/Health Management and Clinical Assistant/Specialist. (NEW) 

A program that prepares individuals, under the supervision of physicians, 
nurses, or other health care professionals, to perform medical office or 
facilities management services and perform one or more clinical allied 
health specialties. Includes instruction in health care management; 
medical office administration; medical law and regulations; training in one 
or more diagnostic, treatment, therapy, or laboratory specialties at the 
assistant level or above; and applicable professional standards and 
ethics. 

51.0712 Medical Reception/Receptionist. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of office managers, nurses, or 
physicians, to provide customer service, visitor reception, and patient 
intake and discharge services. Includes instruction in medical office and 
health care facility procedures, medical terminology, interpersonal skills, 
record-keeping, customer service, telephone skills, data entry, 
interpersonal communications skills, and applicable policies and 
regulations. 

51.0713 Medical Insurance Coding Specialist/Coder. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to perform specialized data entry, classification, and 
record-keeping procedures related to medical diagnostic, treatment, 
billing, and insurance documentation. Includes instruction in medical 
records and insurance software applications, basic anatomy and 
physiology, medical terminology, fundamentals of medical science and 
treatment procedures, data classification and coding, data entry skills, 
and regulations relating to Medicare and insurance documentation. 
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51.0714 Medical Insurance Specialist/Medical Biller. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to perform and manage the medical and health 
insurance operations in a medical office, health care facility, health 
maintenance organization, or insurance provider. Includes instruction in 
health and medical insurance processes; health insurance law, policy, 
and regulations; insurance records and paperwork administration; 
insurance office administration; health/medical insurance software 
applications; personnel supervision; business mathematics; billing and 
collection procedures; medical terminology; and communications skills. 

51.0715 Health/Medical Claims Examiner. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to perform specialized investigatory, analytical, evaluative, and 
consultative functions related to health/medical insurance operations and 
their regulation. Includes instruction in health and medical insurance 
processes and procedures; health insurance law and regulations; health 
care industry law; record-keeping; analytic and investigatory techniques; 
evaluation methods; field operations methods; office procedures; related 
software applications; oral and written communications skills; interviewing 
techniques; and professional standards and ethics. 

51.0716 Medical Administrative/Executive Assistant and Medical Secretary. 

A program that prepares individuals to perform the duties of special 
assistants and personal secretaries for practicing physicians and nurses, 
health care facilities and services administrators, and other health care 
professionals. Includes instruction in business and medical 
communications, medical terminology, principles of health care 
operations, public relations and interpersonal communications, software 
applications, record-keeping and filing systems, scheduling and meeting 
planning, applicable policy and regulations, and professional standards 
and ethics. (Moved from 52.0404) 

51.0717 Medical Staff Services Technology/Technician. (NEW) A program 
that prepares individuals to perform credentialing, privileging, personnel 
management, and accreditation compliance services for hospitals and 
other health care facilities and organizations. Includes instruction in 
medical staff organization and management, medical terminology, 
credentialing and re-credentialing, health care accreditation and 
regulatory standards, health care law, meeting and negotiation 
management, and office information systems management. 

51.0799 Health and Medical Administrative Services, Other. Any instructional 

program in health and medical administrative services not listed above. 



51 .08 Allied Health and Medical Assisting Services. Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 51 .0801- 51 .0899. 

51.0801 Medical/Clinical Assistant. A program that prepares individuals, under 

the supervision of physicians, to provide medical office administrative 
services and perform clinical duties including patient intake and care, 
routine diagnostic and recording procedures, pre-examination and 
examination assistance, and the administration of medications and first 
aid. Includes instruction in basic anatomy and physiology; medical 
terminology; medical law and ethics; patient psychology and 
communications; medical office procedures; and clinical diagnostic, 
examination, testing, and treatment procedures. 
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51.0802 Clinical/Medical Laboratory Assistant. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians or laboratory scientists or 
technologists, to perform waived testing procedures (Clinical Laboratory 
Improvement Amendments of 1988), phlebotomy, and other duties in 
support of laboratory teams. Includes instruction in clinical procedures, 
various laboratory tests, laboratory mathematics, computer technology, 
equipment operation and maintenance, sterilization and safety, 
communications skills, and interpersonal skills. 

51.0803 Occupational Therapist Assistant. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of occupational therapists, to direct 
patient participation in skill-enhancing, learning, and motivational tasks; 
correct or diminish pathologies; and to provide direct health education 
and promotion services. Includes instruction in human life span 
development, occupational therapy principles and practice skills, 
treatment planning and implementation, record-keeping and 
documentation, patient education and intervention, activity and program 
direction, and assistive services management. 

[51 .0804] Ophthalmic Medical Assistant. (Deleted, Report under 51 .1 803). 

51.0805 Pharmacy Technician/Assistant. A program that prepares individuals, 
under the supervision of pharmacists, to prepare medications, provide 
medications and related assistance to patients, and manage pharmacy 
clinical and business operations. Includes instruction in medical and 
pharmaceutical terminology; principles of pharmacology and 
pharmaceutics; drug identification; pharmacy laboratory procedures; 
prescription interpretation; patient communication and education; safety 
procedures; record-keeping; measurement and testing techniques; 
pharmacy business operations; prescription preparation; logistics and 
dispensing operations; and applicable standards and regulations. 

51 .0806 Physical Therapist Assistant. A program that prepares individuals, 
under the supervision of a physical therapist, to implement physical 
therapy treatment care plans, train patients, conduct treatment 
interventions, use equipment, and observe and record patient progress. 
Includes instruction in applied anatomy and physiology, applied 
kinesiology, principles and procedures of physical therapy, basic 
neurology and orthopedics, physical therapy modalities, documentation 
skills, psychosocial aspects of health care, wound and injury care, 
electrotherapy, working with orthotics and prostheses, and personal and 
professional ethics. 

(51.0807) Physician Assistant. (Moved, Report under 51 .0912) 

51.0808 Veterinary/Animal Health Technology/Technician and Veterinary 
Assistant. A program that prepares individuals, under the supervision of 
veterinarians, laboratory animal specialists, and zoological professionals, 
to provide patient management, care, and clinical procedures assistance 
as well as owner communication. Includes instruction in animal nursing 
care, animal health and nutrition, animal handling, clinical pathology, 
radiology, anesthesiology, dental prophylaxis, surgical assisting, clinical 
laboratory procedures, office administration skills, patient and owner 
management, and applicable standards and regulations. 

51.0809 Anesthesiologist Assistant. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to assist anesthesiologists and nurse anesthetists in 
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developing and implementing patient anesthesia care plans, including 
preoperative, surgical theater, recovery room, and 
postoperative/intensive care procedures. Includes instruction in patient 
data collection, catheter insertion, airway management and drug 
administration, assisting the administration and monitoring of regional 
and peripheral nerve blockades, support therapy, adjusting anesthetic 
levels during surgery, interoperative monitoring, postoperative 
procedures, pain clinics and patient education, and administrative tasks. 

51.0810 Emergency Care Attendant (EMT Ambulance). (NEW) A program 
that prepares individuals to assist licensed EMTs, under the supervision 
of a physician, to prepare and transport ill or injured patients, and to 
operate emergency vehicles and equipment such as life support units. 
Includes instruction in first aid and emergency medicine field techniques; 
patient stabilization and care; medical field communications; equipment 
operation and maintenance; emergency vehicle operation; and applicable 
standards and regulations. 

51.0811 Pathology/Pathologist Assistant. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of pathologists, to assist in the 
performance of autopsies, obtaining and preparing surgical specimens, 
preparing autopsy reports, and interacting with other clinicians, officials, 
and individuals. Includes instruction in anatomy; physiology; medical 
terminology; general, systemic, forensic, and pediatric pathology; autopsy 
procedures; surgical technique; medical photography; tissue preparation; 
record keeping and laboratory administration; interpersonal skills; and 
applicable standards and regulations. 

51.0812 Respiratory Therapy Technician/Assistant. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals to administer general respiratory care procedures 
under the supervision of respiratory therapists in a variety of clinical 
settings. Includes instruction in patient data collection and monitoring, 
airway management, installation of nebulizers and other respiratory 
assistance devices, application and monitoring of breathing gases, 
equipment operation and maintenance, safety and sanitation procedures, 
and applicable regulations. 

51.0813 Chiropractic Assistant/Technician. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of a chiropractor, to provide patient 
management, examination, and treatment services. Includes instruction 
in the principles and procedures of chiropractic; radiographic X-Ray 
procedures and techniques; X-Ray film analysis and media studies; 
orthopedic and neurological testing; clinical laboratory procedures; patient 
management and education; office administrative skills; and applicable 
law and regulations. 



51.0899 Allied Health and Medical Assisting Services, Other. Any instructional 

program in allied health and medical assisting services not listed above. 



51.09 Allied Health Diagnostic, Intervention, and Treatment Professions. Instructional 
content for this group of programs is defined in codes 51 .0901 - 51 .0999. 



51.0901 Cardiovascular Technology/Technologist. A program that prepares 

individuals to perform invasive, noninvasive, and peripheral 
examinations of the cardiovascular system at the request of physicians 
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to aid in diagnoses and therapeutic treatments. Includes instruction in 
reviewing and recording patient histories and clinical data; patient care; 
investigative and examination procedures; diagnostic procedures; data 
analysis and documentation; physician consultation; equipment operation 
and monitoring; and professional standards and ethics. 

51.0902 Electrocardiograph Technology/Technician. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians and nurses, to administer 
EKG and ECG diagnostic examinations and report results to the 
treatment team. Includes instruction in basic anatomy and physiology, 
the cardiovascular system, medical terminology, cardiovascular 
medications and effects, patient care, EKG and ECG administration, 
equipment operation and maintenance, interpretation of cardiac rhythm, 
patient record management, and professional standards and ethics. 

51 .0903 Electroneurodiagnostic/Electroencephalographic 
Technology/Technologist. A program that prepares individuals, under 
the supervision of a physician, to study and record electrical activity in the 
brain and nervous system for purposes of patient monitoring and 
supporting diagnoses. Includes instruction in patient communication and 
care; taking and abstracting patient histories; application of recording 
electrodes; EEG, EP, and PSG equipment operation and procedural 
techniques; and data recording and documentation. 

51.0904 Emergency Medical Technology/Technician (EMT Paramedic). A 

program that prepares individuals, under the remote supervision of 
physicians, to recognize, assess, and manage medical emergencies in 
prehospital settings and to supervise Ambulance personnel. Includes 
instruction in basic, intermediate, and advanced EMT procedures; 
emergency surgical procedures; medical triage; rescue operations; crisis 
scene management and personnel supervision; equipment operation and 
maintenance; patient stabilization, monitoring, and care; drug 
administration; identification and preliminary diagnosis of diseases and 
injuries; communication and computer operations; basic anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, and toxicology; and professional standards and 
regulations. 

Emergency Care Attendant (EMT Ambulance). (Report under 

51.0810) 

51.0905 Nuclear Medical Technology/Technologist. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians, to employ radioactive 
and stable nuclides in diagnostic evaluations and therapeutic applications 
while monitoring for patient health and safety. Includes instruction in 
nuclear physics, health physics, instrumentation and statistics, 
biochemistry, immunology, radiopharmacology, radiation biology, clinical 
nuclear medicine, radionuclide therapy, computer applications, safety 
regulations, equipment operation, quality control, laboratory procedures, 
taking patient histories, patient evaluation and monitoring, emergency 
first aid, administration and record-keeping, and personnel supervision. 

51.0906 Perfusion Technology/Perfusionist. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians and nurses, to operate 
extracorporeal circulation and autotransfusion equipment during medical 
procedures and surgeries where the support or temporary replacement of 
a patient's own respiratory or circulatory system is required. Includes 
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instruction in equipment selection and operation; physician and medical 
team consultation; patient condition monitoring; procedural techniques; 
and principles of respiratory and circulatory physiology. 

51.0907 Medical Radiologic Technology/Science - Radiation Therapist. A 

program that prepares individuals to administer prescribed courses of 
radiation treatment, manage patients undergoing radiation therapy, and 
maintain pertinent records. Includes instruction in applied anatomy and 
physiology, oncologic pathology, radiation biology, radiation oncology 
procedures and techniques, radiation dosimetry, tumor localization, 
treatment planning, patient communication and management, data 
collection, record-keeping, and applicable standards and regulations. 

51.0908 Respiratory Care Therapy/Therapist. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians, to assist in developing 
respiratory care plans, administer respiratory care procedures, supervise 
personnel and equipment operation, maintain records, and consult with 
other health care team members. Includes instruction in the applied 
basic biomedical sciences; anatomy, physiology, and pathology of the 
respiratory system; clinical medicine; therapeutic procedures; clinical 
expressions; data collection and record-keeping; patient communication; 
equipment operation and maintenance; personnel supervision; and 
procedures for special population groups. 

Respiratory Therapy Technician/Assistant. (Report under 51 .0812) 

51.0909 Surgical Technology/Technologist. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians and surgical nurses, to 
maintain, monitor, and enforce the sterile field and adherence to aseptic 
technique by preoperative, surgical team, and postoperative personnel. 
Includes instruction in instrument and equipment sterilization and 
handling; surgical supplies management; wound exposure and closure; 
surgical computer and robot operation and monitoring; maintenance of 
hemostasis; and patient and team scrubbing. 

Anesthesiologist Assistant. (Report under 51 .0809) 

51.0910 Diagnostic Medical Sonography/Sonographerand Ultrasound 
Technician. A program that prepares individuals, under the supervision 
of physicians, to utilize medical ultrasound techniques to gather 
sonographic data used to diagnose a variety of conditions and diseases. 
Includes instruction in obtaining, reviewing, and integrating patient 
histories and data; patient instruction and care; anatomic, physiologic and 
pathologic data recording; sonographic data processing; sonography 
equipment operation; and professional standards and ethics. 

51.0911 Radiologic Technology/Science - Radiographer. (NEW) A program 
that prepares individuals, under the supervision of physicians, to provide 
medical imaging services to patients and attending health care 
professionals. Includes instruction in applied anatomy and physiology, 
patient positioning, radiographic technique, radiation biology, safety and 
emergency procedures, equipment operation and maintenance, quality 
assurance, patient education, and medical imaging/radiologic services 
management. 



51.0912 Physician Assistant. A program that prepares individuals to practice 

medicine, including diagnoses and treatment therapies, under the 
supervision of a physician. Includes instruction in the basic medical and 
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clinical sciences and specialized preparation in fields such as family 
medicine; pediatrics; obstetrics; gynecology; general surgery; psychiatry; 
behavioral medicine; the delivery of health care services to homebound 
patients, rural populations, underserved populations; and community 
health services. (Moved from 51.0807) 

Medical/Clinical Assistant. (Report under 51 .0801) 

51.0913 Athletic Training/Trainer. A program that prepares individuals to work 
in consultation with, and under the supervision of physicians to prevent 
and treat sports injuries and associated conditions. Includes instruction 
in the identification, evaluation, and treatment of athletic injuries and 
illnesses; first aid and emergency care; therapeutic exercise; anatomy 
and physiology; exercise physiology; kinesiology and biomechanics; 
nutrition; sports psychology; personal and community health; knowledge 
of various sports and their biomechanical and physiological demands; 
and applicable professional standards and regulations. 

(Moved from 31.0503) 

51.0914 Gene/Genetic Therapy. (NEW) A program that focuses on the 
application of genetics to the therapeutic treatment of diseases and 
inherited abnormalities through the targeted modification of gene 
expression, and prepares individuals to administer genetic therapies. 
Includes instruction in medical genetics, genome analysis, pharmacology 
of gene transfer, viral vectors, nonviral therapeutic techniques, genetic 
screening, targeted gene delivery, vector production, safety and quality 
assurance, clinical trials management, and bioethics. 

Genetic Counseling/Counselor. (Report under 51 .1509) 

51.0915 Cardiopulmonary Technology/Technologist. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals, under the supervision of physicians and nurses, to 
perform both cardiovascular and pulmonary diagnostic and therapeutic 
procedures. Includes instruction in cardiopulmonary pharmacology; 
anatomy and physiology of the heart, peripheral vascular system, and 
lungs; pulmonary and cardiovascular disease and dysfunction; peripheral 
vascular Doppler procedures; invasive and non-invasive cardiology; 
pulmonary function tests; blood gas analysis; echocardiograph 
procedures; bronchoscopy; patient management; patient history taking 
and record-keeping; applications to clinical research; and emergency 
procedures. 

51.0916 Radiation Protection/Health Physics Technician. (NEW) A program 
that prepares individuals, under the supervision of health physicists, 
occupational safety and health specialists, and public health officials, to 
monitor and control radiation exposure and implement preventive 
measures in health care, work, and natural environments. Includes 
instruction in radiation physics, environmental radioactivity, radiological 
instrumentation, electronics of radiation detection equipment, radioactive 
waste management and control, safety and handling procedures, 
decontamination procedures, radioactivity testing and analysis, and 
communications skills. 



51.0999 Allied Health Diagnostic, Intervention, and Treatment Professions, 

Other. Any instructional program in allied health diagnostic, intervention, 
and treatment professions not listed above. 
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51.10 Clinical/Medical Laboratory Science and Allied Professions. Instructional content for 
this group of programs is defined in codes 51 .1001- 51.1099. 



51.1001 Blood Bank Technology Specialist. A program that prepares 
individuals to perform routine and specialized blood testing procedures, 
collect and process blood donations, and support physicians and other 
clinicians administering transfusion therapy. Includes instruction in basic 
cellular biology, immunohematology, blood bank procedures, blood 
typing, antigen and antibody identification tests, hemolytic and transfusion 
responses and diseases, donor selection, blood drawing and storage, 
blood separation, viral marker testing, laboratory and personnel 
supervision, safety and sterilization, and applicable laws and regulations. 

51.1002 Cytotechnology/Cytotechnologist. A program that prepares 
individuals to work with pathologists to detect changes in body cells that 
may indicate, and permit diagnosis of, the early development of cancers 
and other diseases. Includes instruction in biochemistry, microbiology, 
applied mathematics, microscopy, slide preparation, identification of 
cellular structures and abnormalities, and laboratory procedures and 
safety. 

51.1003 Hematology Technology/Technician. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of clinical laboratory scientists and 
health care professionals, to perform tests and analyses of blood 
samples. Includes instruction in clinical laboratory procedures; blood 
anatomy and physiology; cellular and molecular biology; blood pathology 
and disease indicators; quantitative, qualitative, and coagulation testing 
methodologies; equipment operation and maintenance; and record- 
keeping. 

51.1004 Clinical/Medical Laboratory Technician. A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of clinical laboratory scientists/medical 
technologists, to perform routine medical laboratory procedures and tests 
and to apply preset strategies to record and analyze data. Includes 
instruction in general laboratory procedures and skills; laboratory 
mathematics; medical computer applications; interpersonal and 
communications skills; and the basic principles of hematology; medical 
microbiology; immunohematology; immunology; clinical chemistry, and 
urinalysis. 

Clinical/Medical Laboratory Assistant. (Report under 51 .0802) 



51.1005 Clinical Laboratory Science/Medical Technology/Technologist. A 

program that prepares individuals to conduct and supervise complex 
medical tests, clinical trials, and research experiments; manage clinical 
laboratories; and consult with physicians and clinical researchers on 
diagnoses, disease causation and spread, and research outcomes. 
Includes instruction in the theory and practice of hematology; clinical 
chemistry; microbiology; immunology; immunohematology; physiological 
relationships to test results; laboratory procedures and quality assurance 
controls; test and research design and implementation; analytic 
techniques; laboratory management and personnel supervision; data 
development and reporting; medical informatics; and professional 
standards and regulations. 
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51.1006 Ophthalmic Laboratory Technology/Technician. A program that 
prepares individuals, under the supervision of ophthalmologists and 
optometrists, to cut, grind, edge, and finish corrective lenses and to 
fabricate eyewear. Includes instruction in optical theory, applied 
mathematics, lense surfacing and finishing, tinting and coating, impact 
resistance treatment and testing, frame construction and repair, 
prescription interpretation, equipment operation and maintenance, follow- 
up adjustment, record-keeping, and laboratory safety procedures. 

51.1007 Histologic Technology/Histotechnologist. (NEW) A program that 
prepares individuals, at the request of physicians, researchers, and 
laboratory scientists, to identify tissue structures and cell components 
and relate these findings to physiological functions and to the detection 
and diagnosis of diseases and other abnormalities. Includes instruction 
in medical chemistry; histochemistry; biochemistry; anatomy; physiology; 
medical informatics; applied mathematics; electron microscopy; 
instrumentation; quality control procedures; data recording and analysis; 
laboratory administration; medical terminology; and professional 
standards and ethics. 

Pathology/Pathologist Assistant. (Report under 51 .0811) 

51.1008 Histologic Technician. (NEW) A program that prepares individuals, 
under the supervision of histotechnologists and other clinical laboratory 
scientists, to prepare and process tissue samples and perform routine 
histologic procedures and tests. Includes instruction in fixation, 
dehydration, embedding, sectioning, decalcification, microincineration, 
mounting, routine and special steaming, laboratory mathematics, 
laboratory procedures and safety, instrumentation and microscopy, 
computer applications, preparation of museum specimens, and recording 
and administrative procedures. 

51.1009 Phlebotomy/Phlebotomist. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals, under the supervision of physicians and other health care 
professionals, to draw blood samples from patients using a variety of 
intrusive procedures. Includes instruction in basic vascular anatomy and 
physiology, blood physiology, skin puncture techniques, venipuncture, 
venous specimen collection and handling, safety and sanitation 
procedures, and applicable standards and regulations.

51.1604 Nurse Anesthetist. A program that prepares registered nurses (RNs) to

Includes instruction in the biochemistry and physics of 
anesthesia; advanced anatomy and physiology; clinical pharmacology of 
anesthetics and adjunctive drugs; pain management; acute care and 
operating room practice; clinical technology and procedures; emergency 
intervention; patient assessment and education; and legal issues.

51.1605 Family Practice Nurse/Nurse Practitioner. A program that prepares 
registered nurses (RNs) to provide independent general care for family 
groups and individuals in the context of family living. Includes instruction 
in family theory and intervention, role synthesis, family primary care, 
nursing practice and health care policy, holistic practice, pediatric 
practice, gerontological practice, health assessment, clinical 
pharmacotherapeutics, clinical techniques, and pathopsychology. 

51.1606 Maternal/Child Health and Neonatal Nurse/Nursing. A program that 
prepares registered nurses (RNs) to provide prenatal care to pregnant 
women and to mothers and their newborn infants.

51.1608 Nursing Science (MS, PhD). A research program that focuses on the 
study of advanced clinical practices, research methodologies, the 
administration of complex nursing services, and that prepares nurses to 
further the progress of nursing research through experimentation and 
clinical applications. 

51.1609 Pediatric Nurse/Nursing. A program that prepares registered nurses 
(RNs) to provide care for children from infancy through adolescence. 
Includes instruction in the administration of medication and treatments, 
assisting physicians, patient examination and referral, and planning and 
delivering health maintenance and health education programs. 

51.1610 Psychiatric/Mental Health Nurse/Nursing. A program that prepares 
registered nurses (RNs) to promote mental health and provide nursing 
care to patients with mental, emotional or behavioral disorders, in mental 
institutions or other settings. Includes instruction in psychopathology, 
behavioral health, counseling and intervention strategies, 
psychoeducation, mental health assessment and dual diagnosis, 
stabilization and management of psychotic illness, psychiatric care and 
rehabilitation, substance abuse, and crisis intervention. 

51.1611 Public Health/Community Nurse/Nursing. A program that prepares 
registered nurses (RNs) to promote health and provide preventive and 
curative nursing services for groups or communities under the 
supervision of a public health agency. Includes instruction in community 
and rural health, family therapy and intervention, disease prevention, 
health education, and community health assessment. 
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51.1612 Perioperative/Operating Room and Surgical Nurse/Nursing. A 

program that prepares registered nurses (RNs) to provide care to 
patients before and during surgery, and provide tableside assistance to 
surgeons. Includes instruction in operating room safety and preparation, 
aseptic technique, anesthesia, patient preparation, surgical instruments 
and procedures, sterilization and disinfecting, surgical drugs and 
solutions, hemostasis, emergency procedures, and patient/family 
education.

Includes instruction in health 
economics, pharmacoeconimics, health care systems, health care 
organization and management, statistics and biostatistics, outcomes 
research, health care policy, pharmacy services, and pharmaceutical 
industry operations.

(NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals for the independent professional practice of Ayurveda, a 
holistic health care system based on the use of dietary, lifestyle, spiritual, 
pharmacological and physical therapies to remove imbalances and 
restore health as defined in Vedic and other classical Sanskrit authorities 
in the Indian tradition. Includes instruction in Sanskrit; history, 
philosophy, and principles of Ayurveda; Ayurvedic pharmacology; 
anatomy and physiology; internal medicine; herbology; diagnostic 
techniques; patient examination and communication; therapeutic 
modalities; detoxification theory and practice; mind and body behavior 
modification; Yoga; clinical pediatrics and gynecology; diet therapies; 
treatment of specific diseases; and professional standards and ethics. 

Alternative and Complementary Medicine and Medical Systems, 
Other. (NEW) Any instructional program in alternative and 
complementary medicine and medical systems not listed above.

51.3401 Direct Entry Midwifery (LM, CPM). (NEW) A program that prepares

A program that prepares 
individuals to supervise and manage the operations and personnel of 
business offices and management-level divisions. Includes instruction in 
employee supervision, management, and labor relations; budgeting;

design and space management; preparation and evaluation of business 
management data; and public relations. 

52.0205 Operations Management and Supervision. A program that prepares 
individuals to manage and direct the physical and/or technical functions 
of a firm or organization, particularly those relating to development, 
production, and manufacturing.

(NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to supervise and monitor customer service performance and 
manage frontline customer support services, call centers/help desks, and 
customer relations. Includes instruction in customer behavior; 
specialized information technology and systems management; 
developing and using customer service databases; user surveys and 
other feedback mechanisms; strategic and performance planning and 
analysis; operations management; personnel supervision; and 
communications and marketing skills. 

52.0208 E-Commerce/Electronic Commerce. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to plan, manage, supervise, and market electronic business 
operations, products, and services provided online via the Internet. 
Includes instruction in business administration, information technology, 
information resources management, web design, computer and Internet 
law and policy, computer privacy and security, e-trading, insurance, 
electronic marketing, investment capital planning, enterprise operations, 
personnel supervision, contracting, and product and service networking.

DENTAL, MEDICAL AND VETERINARY RESIDENCY PROGRAMS 

60. Residency Programs. This is a new series established for the reporting of residency 
training programs. The reporting codes for these programs have undergone substantial 
renumbering (summarized below). (Refer to the Crosswalk in table 3 for a specification 
of the renumbering system that was implemented). 

• Dental residency programs (located in Series 51.28 in the CIP-1990) have been 
moved to (and should be reported under) Series 60.01; 

• Medical residency programs (previously located in Series 51.29) have been 
moved to (and should be reported under) Series 60.02; 

• Veterinary residency programs (previously in Series 51.30) have been moved to 
(and should be reported under) Series 60.03. 

Residency programs are designed to prepare medical doctors (M.D.), or osteopaths (DO), 
dentists (DDS, D.M.D.), and veterinarians (D.V.M.) for certification as practitioners of recognized 
specialties in their respective professions. These programs are approved and accredited by 
designated professional associations and require from one to five years to complete, depending 
on the program. Medical residencies usually require completion of an internship after the M.D. 
degree for program entry, while requirements vary for dentistry and veterinary programs. These 
programs are offered by professional schools, independent teaching hospitals and clinics, and 
other approved facilities. Data on residency program enrollments and completions are only 
partially collected and analyzed by the U.S. Department of Education. Residency programs that 
also result in an academic degree completion, such as an MS or Ph.D., should be reported under 
one of the Clinical Sciences codes (51.0501, 51.2501 or Series 26.) in chapter I, rather than in a 
residency code located in this chapter.

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60.0204 Blood Banking. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the medical, technical, research and administrative aspects of 
operating blood banks. Includes instruction in transfusion and transplan- 
tation procedures, logistics and the training and supervision of blood bank 
technicians. (Moved from 51.2904) 

60.0205 Cardiology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in 
the natural history of cardiovascular disorders in adults and the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases of the heart and blood vessels. Includes 
instruction in coronary care, diagnostic testing and evaluation, invasive 
and non-invasive therapies and pacemaker follow-up. Requires prior 
completion of a program in internal medicine. (See also 60.0245) 
(Moved from 51.2905) 

60.0206 Chemical Pathology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the use and interpretation of chemical analyses, chemical 
diagnoses and management, and the supervision of chemical pathology 
laboratories. Includes instruction in basic and applied analytical chemical 
pathology; instrumentation data processing and chemical laboratory 
management. Requires prior completion of a program in medical 
pathology. (Moved from 51.2906) 

60.0207 Child/Pediatric Neurology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and management of neurological disorders of 
the newborn infant, early childhood and adolescence. Requires training 
in adult neurology and prior partial completion of a program in pediatrics. 
(Moved from 51.2907) 

60.0208 Child Psychiatry. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the diagnosis and treatment of mental, emotional and behavioral 
disorders of infancy, early childhood and adolescence. Requires 
completion of the initial segment of a program in psychiatry. 

(Moved from 51.2908) 

60.0209 Colon and Rectal Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the surgical care of patients with anorectal and colonic 
diseases. Also includes instruction in diagnostic and therapeutic 
colonoscopy. Requires prior completion of a program in general surgery. 
(Mo ved from 51 .2909) 

60.0210 Critical Care Anesthesiology. A residency training program that 
prepares physicians in the administration of anesthesia to patients with 
acute, chronic or long-term illness and who have multiple organ system 
derangements. Includes instruction in high-risk and trauma procedures, 
respiratory therapy and biomedical engineering. Requires prior 
completion of a program in anesthesiology.

60.021 1 Critical Care Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the management of care for patients with acutely 
life-threatening conditions which may include multiple organ failure. In- 
cludes instruction in the management of critical care units, emergency 
procedures and post-discharge care of former critical care patients. 
Requires prior completion of a program in internal medicine. 
(Moved from 51.2911) 

60.0212 Critical Care Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in surgical procedures for patients with multiple trauma, critical 
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illness, patients on life support and elderly or very young patients with 
disease complications. Requires full or partial prior completion of a pro- 
gram in general surgery or another surgical specialty. 
(Moved from 51.2912) 

60.0213 Dermatology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in 
the delivery of specialized care to patients with diseases of the skin, hair, 
nails and mucous membranes. Includes instruction in dermatologic 
surgical procedures, cutaneous allergies, sexually transmitted diseases, 
and diagnostic and therapeutic techniques. 

(Moved from 51.2913) 

60.0214 Dermatopathology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the clinical and microscopic diagnosis and analysis of skin 
diseases and disorders. Includes instruction in laboratory administration 
and the supervision and training of support personnel. Requires prior 
completion of a program in dermatology or pathology. 

(Moved from 51.2914) 

60.0215 Diagnostic Radiology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnostic use of roentgen, isotopic, ultrasound and 
other radiant energy imaging techniques. Includes instruction in inter- 
vention procedures, safety and imaging science and technology. (See 
also 60.0236, 60.0258, and 60.0259) 

(Moved from 51.2915) 

60.0216 Emergency Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the methods, procedures, and techniques of providing and 
managing immediate health care services. Includes instruction in the 
initial recognition, stabilization, evaluation and care of the acutely ill or 
injured patient; patient follow-up and referral; management of prehospital 
care; training and supervision of emergency medical personnel; 
emergency department management; medicolegal and ethical issues; 
and disaster planning. (Moved from 51.2916) 

60.0217 Endocrinology and Metabolism. A residency training program that 
prepares physicians in the diagnosis and treatment of diseases and 
disorders of the endocrine glands and metabolic system. Includes 
instruction in the diagnosis and care of diabetes, hypoglycemia, hormone 
disorders and sexual dysfunction. Requires prior completion of a 
program in internal medicine. (See also 60.0246)

60.0218 Family Medicine. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the provisions of regular and long-term care to individuals and family 
members. Includes instruction in comprehensive care and specialist 
referral, basic surgery, emergency medical procedures, and diagnostic 
imaging and practice management.

60.0219 Forensic Pathology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the performance of medical autopsies, the analysis of 
human remains and crime scenes, and the legal follow-up and 
responsibilities of public pathologists. Requires prior completion of a 
program in pathology. (Moved from 51.2919) 

60.0220 Gastroenterology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and treatment of patients with digestive and 
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other gastrointestinal disorders. Includes instruction in surgical proce- 
dures, cancer of the digestive system, nutrition and malnutrition and 
counseling the behavioral adjustment of patients with chronic problems. 
Requires prior completion of a program in internal medicine. 
(Moved from 51.2920) 

60.0221 General Surgery. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the care and treatment of diseases and disorders via invasive proce- 
dures and the etiology, pathogenesis, diagnosis and management of 
physical disorders. Includes instruction in clinical and operative skills, 
pre-operative and post-operative care, trauma management and 
endoscopic techniques. (See also 60.0212, 60.0223, 60.0233, 60.0242, 
60.0250, 60.0253, 60.0262, and 60.0264) 

(Moved from 51.2921) 

60.0222 Geriatric Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the care and management of elderly patients in acute, 
ambulatory, community and long-term care settings, and the treatment of 
diseases and conditions associated with the aging process. Includes 
instruction in ethical and legal issues, behavioral aspects of illness, 
socioeconomic factors in care and rehabilitation therapies. Requires 
prior completion of a program in family medicine or internal medicine. 
(See also 60.0269) (Moved from 51.2922) 

60.0223 Hand Surgery. A residency training program that prepares physicians in 
the investigation, preservation and restoration by medical, surgical or 
physical methods of all structures of the upper extremity which directly 
affect the form and function of the limb, wrist and hand. Requires prior 
completion of a program in orthopedic surgery, plastic surgery or general 
surgery. (Moved from 51.2923) 

60.0224 Hematology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in 
the mechanisms and therapy of diseases of the blood, including patient 
management, diagnostic tests, biopsies and other procedures. Requires 
prior completion of a program in internal medicine. 

(Mo ved from 51 .2924) 

60.0225 Hematological Pathology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the laboratory and analytical procedures for studying all 
facets of hematologic and coagulation disorders. Includes instruction in 
the management of hematology laboratories. Requires prior completion 
of a program in pathology. (Moved from 51.2925) 

60.0226 Immunopathology. A residency training program that prepares physi- 
cians in the diagnosis, treatment and laboratory management of 
immunologic diseases. Includes instruction in diagnostic surgical 
pathology, management of organ transplantation and immunotherapy. 
Requires prior completion of a program in pathology.

60.0227 Infectious Disease. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the natural history, prevention and treatment of major infec- 
tious diseases, including sexually transmitted diseases, and the long- 
term management of patients. Includes instruction in epidemiology, 
identification and specimen collection techniques, and quality assurance 
and cost containment. Requires prior completion of a program in internal 
medicine. (Moved from 51.2927) 
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60.0228 Internal Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the provision of general medical services to adult patients 
with a wide range of non-surgical clinical problems. Includes instruction 
in behavioral aspects of diseases, patient and family counseling and 
practice management. (Moved from 51.2928) 

60.0229 Laboratory Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the principles and practices of applied medical research and 
related techniques, equipment, data systems and research design. 
Includes instruction in the management of medical laboratories in 
research and health care facilities. (Moved from 51.2929) 

60.0230 Musculoskeletal Oncology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and treatment of musculoskeletal neoplasm, 
and the application of cancer therapy regimes. 

(Moved from 51.2930) 

60.0231 Neonatal-Perinatal Medicine. A residency training program that 
prepares physicians in the physiology of the normal neonate, the patho- 
physiology of the sick infant and the diagnosis and management of 
problems of the newborn infant. Requires prior completion of a program 
in pediatrics and obstetrics. (Moved from 51.2931) 

60.0232 Nephrology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in 
the pathogenesis, natural history and management of congenital and 
acquired diseases of the kidney and urinary tract and renal diseases 
associated with systemic disorders. Includes instruction in organ 
transplantation and dialysis therapy. Requires prior completion of a 
program in internal medicine. (See also 60.0248) 

(Moved from 51.2932) 

60.0233 Neurological Surgery/Neurosurgery. A residency training program that 
prepare physicians in the diagnosis, evaluation and treatment of 
disorders of the central, peripheral and autonomic nervous systems, 
including their supporting systems and vascular supply; and the 
evaluation and treatment of pathological processes which modify function 
or activity of the nervous system, including the hypophysis. Includes 
instruction in critical care management and rehabilitation. Requires prior 
partial completion of a program in general surgery and another surgical 
specialty. (Moved from 51.2933) 

60.0234 Neurology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
diagnosis and non-surgical treatment of diseases and abnormalities 
affecting the nervous system and nerve tissue in adults. Requires prior 
partial completion of a program in internal medicine. (See also 60.0207) 
(Moved from 51.2934) 

60.0235 Neuropathology. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the laboratory analysis of nerve tissues and the clinical diagnosis of 
neurological and neuromuscular diseases. Includes instruction in nerve 
biopsies and necropsies. Requires prior completion of a program in 
pathology. (Moved from 51.2935) 

60.0236 Nuclear Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnostic, therapeutic and investigational use of 
radionuclides. Includes instruction in imaging and non-imaging 
technologies and the design and development instrumentation, 
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procedures and pharmaceutical. Requires prior partial completion of a 
program in radiology, pathology or internal medicine. 
(Mo ved from 51 .2936) 

60.0237 Nuclear Radiology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the imaging by external detection of radionuclides and/or 
biodistribution by external detection of radionuclides for diagnosis of 
disease. Requires prior partial completion of a program in diagnostic 
radiology. (Moved from 51.2937) 

60.0238 Obstetrics and Gynecology. A residency training program that pre- 
pares physicians in the diagnosis, prevention and treatment of diseases 
of women, especially those affecting the reproductive system, and the 
comprehensive care and treatment of women before, during and after 
childbirth. (Moved from 51 .2938) 

60.0239 Occupational Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the maintenance of the health of workers, the ability to 
perform work, the arrangements of work, and the physical and chemical 
environments of the workplace. Includes instruction in data collection 
and management and the administration and regulation of occupational 
medical services. (Moved from 51.2939) 

60.0240 Oncology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
etiology, epidemiology, diagnosis, treatment and therapeutic 
management of cancers and related clinical neoplastic diseases. 
Includes instruction in rehabilitation, supportive care and the 
administration of tumor boards. Requires prior completion of a program 
in internal medicine. (See also 60.0230, 60.0247 and 60.0258) 
(Moved from 51.2940) 

60.0241 Ophthalmology. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the diagnosis, prevention treatment of ophthalmic diseases and 
disorders, and ocular pathology procedures. Includes instruction in eye 
surgery. (Moved from 51.2941) 

60.0242 Orthopedics/Orthopedic Surgery. A residency training program that 
prepares physicians in the investigation, preservation, and restoration of 
the form and function of the extremities, spine and associated structures 
by medical, surgical and physical methods. Requires prior partial 
completion of a program in general surgery, internal medicine or 
pediatrics. (See also 60.0249) (Moved from 51.2942) 

60.0243 Otolaryngology. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the recognition and medical management of diseases, congenital 
anomalies, disorders and traumas of the head and neck, the air and food 
passages, and the organs of hearing and speech. Includes instruction in 
regional surgery. Requires prior partial completion of a program in 
general surgery. (Moved from 51.2943) 

60.0244 Pathology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
clinical laboratory analysis and diagnosis of disease and anatomic 
abnormalities. Includes instruction in performing general autopsies, 
forensic medicine, laboratory management and quality control. (See also 
60.0204, 60.0214, 60.0219, 60.0225, 60.0235 and 60.0259) 

(Mo ved from 51 .2944) 
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60.0245 Pediatric Cardiology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and management of diseases and disorders 
of the cardiovascular and cardiopulmonary systems of infants, children 
and adolescents. Includes instruction in related public health and 
community medicine issues. Requires prior completion of a program in 
pediatrics. (Moved from 51 .2945) 

60.0246 Pediatric Endocrinology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and management of endocrine diseases and 
the regulation of hormone balance in childhood and adolescence. 
Requires prior completion of a program in pediatrics. 

(Moved from 51.2946) 

60.0247 Pediatric Hemato-Oncology. A residency training program that pre- 
pares physicians in the diagnosis and management of hematologic 
disorders and malignant diseases, including blood and bone marrow 
function, in infancy, childhood and adolescence. Requires prior 
completion of a program in pediatrics.

60.0248 Pediatric Nephrology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis and management of infants, children and 
adolescents with renal and genito-urinary problems, hypertension and 
disorders of body fluid physiology. Requires prior completion of a 
program in pediatrics. (Moved from 51.2948) 

60.0249 Pediatric Orthopedics. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis, surgical and non-surgical treatment, and 
management of musculoskeletal diseases, abnormalities and trauma in 
infants, children and adolescents. Requires prior completion of a 
program in orthopedic surgery. (Moved from 51.2949) 

60.0250 Pediatric Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the diagnosis, evaluation and surgical treatment of 
diseases, disorders and trauma in infants and children. Requires prior 
completion of a program in general surgery. 

(Moved from 51.2950) 

60.0251 Pediatrics. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
comprehensive care and treatment of all aspects of human growth and 
development from conception through fetal life, infancy, childhood and 
adolescence, including preventive and therapeutic regimes. Includes in- 
struction in behavioral aspects of illness, related family and community 
medicine issues, and emergency and critical care procedures. (See also 
60.0245, 60.0246, 60.0247, 60.0248, 60.0249 and 60.0250) 

(Moved from 51.2951) 

60.0252 Physical and Rehabilitation Medicine. A residency training program 
that prepares physicians in the diagnosis, etiology, treatment, prevention 
and rehabilitation of neuromusculo-skeletal, cardiovascular, pulmonary 
and other system disorders common to patients of both sexes and all 
ages. Includes instruction in physical examinations, design and pre- 
scription of rehabilitation strategies and the supervision of rehabilitation 
teams. (Moved from 51 .2952) 

60.0253 Plastic Surgery. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the repair, replacement and reconstruction of defects of form and 
function of the integument and its underlying musculoskeletal system, 
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with emphasis on the craniofacial structures, the oropharynx, the hand, 
the breast and the external genitalia. Includes instruction in aesthetic as 
well as reconstructive surgery. Requires prior completion of a program in 
general surgery. (Moved from 51.2953) 

60.0254 Preventive Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
individuals to manage the study and prevention of disease processes 
occurring in communities and defined population groups and the 
promotion of health-enhancing environments and behaviors. Includes 
instruction in biostatistics; epidemiology; health program planning; 
evaluation of behavioral outcomes and medical care; recognition, 
assessment, and control of environmental hazards, occupational 
health and safety; socio-cultural behavioral factors in medicine; 
prevention application, and assessment of population and individual 
health needs. (Moved from 51.2954) 

60.0255 Psychiatry. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
diagnosis, treatment, and prevention of mental, emotional, behavioral 
and neurological disorders. Includes instruction in psychotherapy, family 
counseling, referral, clinical diagnosis, and practice management. 
Requires prior partial completion of a program in neurology and internal 
medicine, family medicine or pediatrics.

60.0256 Public Health Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the prevention, control and treatment of communicable and 
chronic diseases in communities and defined population groups, with 
emphasis on the administrative management of health care, sanitation 
and applied research services. (Moved from 51.2956) 

60.0257 Pulmonary Disease. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in pulmonary physiology and the treatment of lung diseases, 
pulmonary malignancies, related vascular diseases, respiratory disorders, 
diagnostic and therapeutic procedures, and pulmonary pathology. 
Requires prior completion of a program in internal medicine. 

(Moved from 51.2957) 

60.0258 Radiation Oncology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the use of ionizing radiation to treat patients with cancer and 
other diseases. Includes instruction in treatment planning, instrument 
design and operation, radiation physics and radiobiology. 

(Moved from 51.2958) 

60.0259 Radioisotopic Pathology. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the use of radionuclides in the study of body fluids, excreta, 
or tissues quantified outside the body. Includes instruction in laboratory 
management and safety, quality control, instrumentation, isotope storage 
and in vitro analyses. Require prior completion of a program in 
pathology. (Moved from 51.2959) 

60.0260 Rheumatology. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the diagnosis and treatment of patients with acute and chronic 
rheumatic diseases, diffuse connective tissue diseases, systemic and 
metabolic diseases and infections and complications following surgery. 
Requires prior completion of a program in internal medicine. 

(Moved from 51.2960) 
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Sports Medicine. A residency training program that prepares physicians 
in the pathology and biomechanics of athletic injuries and the effects of 
injury on the athlete, including both physical and psychological manifesta- 
tions. Includes instruction in acute and chronic patient supervision, thera- 
py and rehabilitation, and diagnostic procedures. Requires prior 
completion of a program in orthopedic surgery. 
(Mo ved from 51.2961) 

Thoracic Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the evaluation and surgical treatment of pulmonary, 
esophageal, mediastinal, chest wall, diaphragmatic and cardiovascular 
disorders. Includes instruction in bronchoscopy and esophagoscope. 
Requires prior completion of a program in general surgery. 
(Moved from 51.2962) 

Urology. A residency training program that prepares physicians in the 
diagnosis and treatment of diseases of the genitourinary tract in men and 
women, including renal transplantation, renal-vascular disease, oncology, 
infertility and endocrinology, stone disease and aerodynamics. Requires 
prior partial completion of a program in general surgery. 
(Moved from 51.2963) 

Vascular Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
physicians in the surgical treatment of diseases and disorders of the 
arterial, venous and lymphatic circulatory systems and of the heart and 
thoracic aorta. Requires prior completion of all or a portion of a program 
in general surgery. (Moved from 51.2964) 

Adult Reconstructive Orthopedics (Orthopedic Surgery). (NEW) 

A residency training program that prepares individuals to undertake the 
study, prevention, and reconstructive treatment of musculoskeletal 
diseases, disorders, and sequelae of injuries by medical, physical, and 
surgical methods. Includes instruction in arthritis and related disorders of 
the hip, knee, shoulder, elbow, ankle, and foot. 



Child Neurology. (NEW) A residency training program that prepares 
individuals to study, prevent, and manage neurological disorders of 
children including disorders requiring surgical, medical, and psychiatric 
management. Includes instruction in neurophysiology; neuropathology; 
neuroradiology; neuro-ophthalmology; psychiatry; rehabilitation; 
neurological surgery; pediatric neurodevelopment; and psycho-social 
support and counseling. 

Cytopathology. (NEW) A residency training program that prepares 
individuals to study, prevent, and manage human diseases manifested in 
cells. Includes instruction in laboratory procedures; laboratory 
management; quality assurance; screening; specimen collection; 
cytopreparation; cytometric and image analysis; and related 
immunological and molecular techniques. 

Geriatric Medicine (Internal Medicine). (NEW) A residency training 
program that prepares individuals to manage the health care of elderly 
patients with a variety of medical problems on an in-patient and out- 
patient basis. Includes instruction in the physiology of aging; geriatric 
pathophysiology; atypical presentation of illness; functional assessment; 
cognitive and affective assessment; and concepts of patient treatment 
and management in different settings. (See also 60.0222) 
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60.0269 Pediatric Urology. (NEW) A residency training program that prepares 
individuals in the study, prevention, and management of congenital, 
childhood-acquired, and overlapping adolescent anomalies; problems, 
diseases, tumors, and traumas of the urologic system. Includes 
instruction in diagnostic and therapeutic procedures; urologic surgery; 
pediatric urologic disease; urodynamic analysis; nephrologic disease; 
neonatal and intensive care; neuropathic bladder entities; neurological 
tumors and trauma; renal genital anomalies; sexual development; and 
patient counseling and management. 

60.0270 Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation/Psychiatry. (NEW) A residency 
training program that prepares individuals to diagnose, evaluate, and 
treat patients with limited physical, psychological, social, and vocational 
functions as a consequence of diseases, injuries, impairments, and/ or 
disabilities. Includes instruction in pathogenesis of systems disorders; 
psychiatric examination; therapeutic exercises and physical modalities; 
prosthetics, orthotics and other durable rehabilitative equipment; gait 
analysis; diagnostic and therapeutic injections; electrodiagnostic analysis; 
and rehabilitation management. 



60.0271 Orthopedic Surgery of the Spine. (NEW) A residency training 

program that prepares individuals for the study, prevention and treatment 
of spinal column disease, disorders, and injuries by medical, physical and 
surgical methods. Includes instruction in pathogenesis and diagnosis of 
clinical disorders of the spine; non-operative treatment modalities; 
invasive modalities; basic sciences related to the musculoskeletal 
system; spinal degeneration; spinal neurologic function; pre- and post- 
operative management; and patient evaluation. 

60.0299 Medical Residency Programs, Other. Any medical residency program

Veterinary Medicine (D.V.M.). (Report under 51.2401) 

60.0301 Veterinary Anesthesiology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the application of anesthesia for general and specialized 
surgery and obstetrics, critical animal care and the care of pain problems. 
Includes instruction in surgical procedures, current monitoring 
procedures, fluid therapy, pain management, diagnostic and therapeutic 
procedures outside the operating room, and operating room safety. 
(Moved from 51.3001) 

60.0302 Veterinary Dentistry. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the application of dental care procedures to the teeth, 
eating surfaces, and oral cavities of animals. Includes instruction in the 
prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of diseases and abnormalities of 
animal teeth and gums and related parts of the oral cavity; and related 
anatomical and physiological principles. 

(Moved from 51.3002) 
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60.0303 Veterinary Dermatology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the delivery of specialized care to animals with diseases 
of the skin, scales, feathers, hair, nails and mucous membranes. 
Includes instruction in dermatologic surgical procedures, cutaneous 
allergies, and diagnostic and therapeutic techniques. 

(Moved from 51 .3003) 

60.0304 Veterinary Emergency and Critical Care Medicine. A residency 
training program that prepares veterinarians in the emergency treatment 
and management of care for animals with acutely life-threatening 
conditions which may include multiple organ failure. Includes instruction 
in the management of critical care units, emergency procedures, and 
long-term care of critically diseased animals. 

(Moved from 51.3004)

prepares veterinarians in the provision of general medical services to 
animals with a wide range of non-surgical clinical problems. Includes 
instruction in behavioral aspects of diseases, animal diagnosis, animal 
aging, and referral procedures. (Moved from 51.3005) 

60.0306 Laboratory Animal Medicine. A residency training program that 
prepares veterinarians in the principles and practices of applied 
veterinary research and related techniques, equipment, data systems and 
research design. Includes instruction in the management of veterinary 
and other animal research laboratories and health care facilities. {Moved 
from 51.3006) 

60.0307 Veterinary Microbiology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in clinical applications of research on harmful 
microorganisms, including viruses, and of the disease processes they 
induce in animals. (Moved from 51.3007) 

60.0308 Veterinary Nutrition. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians to apply research on the chemical nature of food 
substances; the processes by which animals ingest, digest, absorb, 
transport, utilize and excrete food and nutrients; and their relation to 
animal behavior and health. (Moved from 51.3008) 

60.0309 Veterinary Ophthalmology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the diagnosis, prevention, and treatment of ophthalmic 
diseases and disorders in animals, and related ocular pathology 
procedures. Includes instruction in animal eye surgery. 

(Moved from 51.3009) 

60.0310 Veterinary Pathology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the clinical laboratory analysis and diagnosis of diseased 
animal tissues and anatomic abnormalities. Includes instruction in 
performing general autopsies, forensic medicine, laboratory management 
and quality control. (Moved from 51.3010) 

60.0311 Veterinary Practice. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the provision of regular and long-term care to animals, 
health services to owners, and the management of independent 
veterinary practices. Includes instruction in comprehensive care and 
specialist referral, basic surgery, emergency medical procedures, and 
diagnostic imaging. (Moved from 51.3011) 
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60.0312 Veterinary Preventive Medicine. A residency training program that pre- 
pares veterinarians in the investigation of and intervention in health and 
disease problems of animal and related human communities; 
comparative medicine; and animal public health. Includes instruction in 
biostati sties, epidemiology, environmental control, toxicology and the 
planning and administration of animal health programs and services. 
(Moved from 51.3012) 

60.0313 Veterinary Radiology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the use of radiologic imaging and therapies to diagnose 
and treat animal diseases and health problems. Includes instruction in 
the use and handling of equipment for radionuclides detection and 
application. (Moved from 51.3013) 

60.0314 Veterinary Surgery. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the care and treatment of animal diseases and disorders 
via invasive procedures and the etiology, pathogenesis, diagnosis and 
management of physical disorders. Includes instruction in clinical and 
operative skills, pre-operative and post-operative care, trauma 
management, endoscopic techniques, and applications to large and small 
animal medicine. (Moved from 51.3014) 

60.0315 Theriogenology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the diagnosis, prevention and treatment of diseases and 
health problems affecting the reproductive systems of animals, and the 
comprehensive care and treatment of parent animals, animal fetuses and 
newborn or newly hatched animals throughout the gestation period. 
(Moved from 51.3015) 

60.0316 Veterinary Toxicology. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the clinical application of research on the nature and 
extent of adverse effects of synthetic and naturally occurring chemical 
substances on animals. Includes instruction in chemical mechanisms 
and the specialties of reproductive, developmental, genetic, forensic, 
inhalation and neurobehavioral toxicology. (Moved from 51.3016) 

60.0317 Zoological Medicine. A residency training program that prepares 
veterinarians in the specialized treatment and care of zoo animals, 
performing animals, and animals living in the wild. Includes instruction in 
the principles and procedures used in the observation, diagnosis, care 
and treatment of illness, disease, injury, deformity, or other anomalies in 
non-domesticated animals. (Moved from 51.3017) 

60.0399 Veterinary Residency Programs, Other. Any residency training 

program in veterinary medicine not listed above. (Moved from 51.3099) 
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CHAPTER III 

TECHNOLOGY EDUCATION/INDUSTRIAL ARTS PROGRAMS 



Programs in this series are taught primarily at the secondary school levels. They are not offered 
at the postsecondary level and should not be used to report or reflect program activity at 
the postsecondary level. The programs are intended to improve students' understanding of and 
appreciation for industrial processes and related technologies. 

21 . TECHNOLOGY EDUCATION/INDUSTRIAL ARTS. Instructional programs that provide 

individuals with knowledge, learning experiences and competencies pertaining to aspects of 
industry and technology. The programs are also designed to assist individuals in making informed 
occupational choices and provide preparation for entry into occupational training or education 
programs. 



21.01 Technology Education/Industrial Arts Programs. Instructional content is defined in 
code 21.0101. 

21.0101 Technology Education/Industrial Arts. An instructional program that 
focuses on the technological concepts, processes and systems, such as: 
the evolution, utilization and significance of technology as related to industry; 
and its organization, personnel, systems, techniques, resources and 
products. Includes instruction in technological literacy, basic applied science, 
specific technologies and their applications, and related methods of research 
and experimentation. 

Technology Teacher Education/Industrial Arts. (Report under 1 3.1 309) 



CHAPTER IV 

RESERVE OFFICER TRAINING CORPS PROGRAMS 

Series 28. refers to instructional programs sponsored and regulated by the U.S. Department of Defense 
and the Army, Navy/Marine Corps, and Air Force. Junior ROTC programs introduce secondary students 
to military careers, and senior ROTC programs prepare postsecondary students for entry into the armed 
services as commissioned reserve or active duty officers. Such programs may carry limited academic 
credit and are completed in addition to a regular course of study, but they are not counted as 
major concentrations and do not result in the award of degrees, certificates, or diplomas. Military 
awards received for completing JROTC or ROTC programs, such as officer's commissions, are not 
recorded as educational program completions. Persons completing JROTC programs receive a high 
school diploma and persons completing ROTC programs receive a college degree with an academic 
major or majors. 



28. RESERVE OFFICER TRAINING CORPS (JROTC, ROTC). Instructional programs that prepare 
secondary students as officer cadets and postsecondary students as commissioned officers in the 
U.S. armed forces. 

28.01 Air Force JROTC/ROTC. Instructional content is defined in code 28.01 01 . 

28.0101 Air Force JROTC/ROTC. A program that introduces students to the 

theory and practice of air science, life in the U.S. Air Force, and prepares 
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them for cadet status (Junior ROTC or JROTC) or for service as 
commissioned reserve or active duty officers (senior AFROTC or ROTC). 
Programs are offered as adjuncts to regular high school or college 
instructional programs. 



28.03 Army JROTC/ROTC. Instructional content is defined in code 28.0301 . 

28.0301 Army JROTC/ROTC. A program that introduces students to the theory 

and practice of military science, life in the U.S. Army, and prepares them 
for cadet status (Junior ROTC or JROTC) or for service as 
commissioned reserve or active duty officers (senior AROTC or ROTC). 
Programs are offered as adjuncts to regular high school or college 
instructional programs. 

28.04 Navy/Marine Corps JROTC/ROTC. Instructional content is defined in code 
28.0401. 

28.0401 Navy/Marine Corps JROTC/ROTC. A program that introduces students 

to the theory and practice of naval science, life in the U.S. Navy and/or 
Marine Corps, and prepares them for cadet status (Junior ROTC or 
JROTC) or for service as commissioned reserve or active duty officers 
(senior NROTC or ROTC). Programs are offered as adjuncts to regular 
high school or college instructional programs. 



CHAPTER V 

PERSONAL IMPROVEMENT AND LEISURE PROGRAMS 

The programs in Series 32., 33., 34., 35., 36. and 37. equip individuals with knowledge and skills related to 
personal growth and leisure-time pursuits. Most of the programs are designed for adult learners. They 
are not formal academic or occupationally-specific programs and do not result in transferable credit. 
Awards and completions in these programs are usually informal. The codes and series for these 
programs are included in this chapter to avoid potential confusion with codes in Series 31 . of chapter I. 

32. BASIC SKILLS. Instructional programs that focus on the fundamental knowledge and skills that 
individuals need to function productively in society. 



32.01 Basic Skills. Instructional content for this group of programs is defined in codes 
32.0101-32.0199. 



32.0101 Basic Skills, General. A general program that focuses on the 

fundamental knowledge and skills that individuals need to function 
productively in society. 



32.0104 Numeracy and Computational Skills. A program that focuses on the 

development of computing and other mathematical reasoning abilities 
and skills. 



32.0105 Job-Seeking/Changing Skills. A program that focuses on the 

development of skills related to job searches and self-marketing. 
Includes instruction in assessing one's own capabilities and skills; filling 
out an application; and handling an interview. 

32.0107 Career Exploration/Awareness Skills. A program that focuses on the 

linkage between individual capabilities and needs and the job market. 
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Includes instruction in the variety and scope of available employment, 
how to access job information, and techniques of self-analysis. 



32.0108 Literacy and Communication Skills. A program that focuses on the 
fundamental knowledge and skills in reading, writing and speaking that 
individuals need to function productively in society. 

32.0109 Second Language Learning. (NEW) A program that focuses on the 
development of proficiency in reading, writing, and speaking a language 
or languages other than the mother tongue, that are needed to perform 
day-to-day tasks. Includes instruction in the use of basic communication 
skills to develop and transmit ideas and thoughts. 

32.0199 Basic Skills, Other. Any instructional program in basic skills not listed 

above. 



33. CITIZENSHIP ACTIVITIES. Instructional programs that prepare individuals for citizenship, and 
provide instruction in how citizens may engage in civic activities. 

33.01 Citizenship Activities. Instructional content for this group of programs is defined in 
codes 33.0101-33.0199. 

33.0101 Citizenship Activities, General. A program that generally prepares 
individuals for citizenship, and focuses on how citizens may engage in 
civic activities. 

33.0102 American Citizenship Education. A program that prepares individuals 
to take the oath of United States citizenship and to exercise the attendant 
rights and responsibilities of citizenship. 

33.0103 Community Awareness. A program that focuses on local government 
and history, current issues, and focuses on how individuals can keep 
abreast of important issues that may affect them. 

33.0104 Community Involvement. A program that focuses on how individuals 
may become actively involved in the social, economic and political issues 
and events affecting them; and the roles and methods that are available 
to influence community life and public policy. 

33.0105 Canadian Citizenship Education. (NEW) A program that prepares 
individuals to take the oath of Canadian citizenship and to exercise the 
attendant rights and responsibilities of citizenship. 

33.0199 Citizenship Activities, Other. Any instructional program in citizenship 

activities not listed above. 



34. HEALTH-RELATED KNOWLEDGE AND SKILLS. Instructional program that focus on the 
promotion of personal and family health. 



34.01 Health-Related Knowledge and Skills. Instructional content for this group of programs 
is defined in codes 34.0102 - 34.0199. 

34.0102 Birthing and Parenting Knowledge and Skills. A program that 

focuses on all facets of the mother's and father's roles in family planning, 
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prenatal preparation and care, the birthing experience, post-natal care 
and the raising of children. 

34.0103 Personal Health Improvement and Maintenance. A program that 
focuses on the principles, techniques, and methods by which individuals 
can maintain or improve their overall physical and emotional well-being, 
as well as work on specific areas of personal health. 

34.0104 Addiction Prevention and Treatment. A program that focuses on how 
individuals can avoid addictive substances and behaviors; the methods 
by which individuals can be treated for various addictions and related 
behavior problems; and the knowledge and coping skills needed by 
relatives and associates of addicted individuals. 



34.0199 Health-Related Knowledge and Skills, Other. Any instructional 

program in health-related knowledge and skills not listed above. 



35. INTERPERSONAL AND SOCIAL SKILLS. Programs that focus on the development of methods 
and skills for effective interactions with others in a variety of settings (private, social, and business 
settings). 

35.01 Interpersonal and Social Skills. Instructional content for this group of programs is 
defined in codes 35.0101- 35.0199. 



35.0101 Interpersonal and Social Skills, General. A general program that 
focuses on how to effectively interact with others in private, social and 
business settings. 

35.0102 Interpersonal Relationships Skills. A program that focuses on how to 
increase one's ability to establish and maintain mutually satisfactory ties 
with other human beings. 

35.0103 Business and Social Skills. A program that focuses on how to increase 
one's ability to function effectively in social and business settings where 
interpersonal communication is required. 

35.0199 Interpersonal Social Skills, Other. Any instructional program in 

interpersonal social skills not listed above. 



36. LEISURE AND RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES. Programs that focus on the development of an 
appreciation for and competency in recreational and leisure-related activities. 

36.01 Leisure and Recreational Activities. Instructional content for this group of programs is 
defined in codes 36.0101- 36.0199. 

36.0101 Leisure and Recreational Activities, General. A general program that 
focuses on the development of an appreciation for and competency in 
recreational and leisure-related activities. 

36.0102 Handicrafts and Model-Making. A program that focuses on the 
fashioning of objects of decoration, utility or representation from various 
materials, including related matters of research, tool use and 
appreciation. 

36.0103 Board, Card and Role-Playing Games. A program that focuses on the 
rules and techniques of participation and skill-building in competitive 
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activities of skill or chance, such as board games, card games or 
role-playing activities. 



36.0105 Home Maintenance and Improvement. A program that focuses on the 
knowledge and skills associated with maintaining living space and related 
equipment and furnishings, as well as do-it-yourself repairs and improve- 
ment projects of varying complexity. 

36.0106 Nature Appreciation. A program that focuses on how to increase one's 
understanding and knowledge of the natural environment in which we 
live, as well as techniques of wildlife observation and management. 

36.0107 Pet Ownership and Care. A program that focuses on how to increase 
one's ability to care for domesticated animals kept for pleasure or work. 

36.0108 Sports and Exercise. A program that focuses on the rules and 
techniques of participation and skill building in competitive physical 
activities, as well as non-competitive physical fitness programs. 

36.0109 Travel and Exploration. A program that focuses on particular 
geographic areas or phenomena, and provides opportunities for 
organized trips or tours, including related knowledge and skills. 

36.01 1 0 Art. A program that focuses on the techniques and methods of creative 
self-expression in visual or plastic media, such as painting or sculpture. 

36.0111 Collecting. A program that focuses on the knowledge and techniques 
necessary for acquiring and maintaining personal collections of objects, 
such as autographs, stamps, models, specimens, vehicles and antiques. 

36.0112 Cooking and Other Domestic Skills. A program that focuses on the 
knowledge and skills related to food buying and preparation, home 
decoration, sewing and other domestic activities, either as hobbies or as 
routine tasks. 

36.0113 Computer Games and Programming Skills. A program that focuses 
on the knowledge and skills associated with creating, acquiring, 
maintaining and using computer hardware and software, as well as the 
playing of computer-based games. 

36.0114 Dancing. A program that focuses on the knowledge and skills related to 
recreational dance, such as square dancing, ballroom dancing, classical 
or modern dance. 

36.0115 Music. A program that focuses on the knowledge and skills associated 
with personal music appreciation, the playing of a musical instrument, 
singing or recreational composition. 

36.0116 Reading. A program that focuses on the activity of reading for 
pleasures, either alone or as part of a group experience. 

36.0117 Theatre/Theater. A program that focuses on the knowledge and skills 
associated with participation in amateur theatrical productions, drama 
appreciation, and writing amateur plays. 

36.0118 Writing. A program that focuses on the knowledge and skills related to 
creative writing and poetry composition for pleasure or profit, including 
methods of publication. 
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36.0119 Aircraft Pilot (Private). A program that prepares individuals to fly 

aircraft for personal use, and qualifies individuals to sit for the FAA pilot's 
license examination. Includes instruction in principles of aircraft design 
and performance; aircraft flight systems and controls; flight crew 
operations and procedures; radio communications and navigation 
procedures and systems; airways safety and traffic regulations; and 
governmental rules and regulations pertaining to piloting aircraft. 
(Moved from 49.0107) 

36.0199 Leisure and Recreational Activities, Other. Any instructional program 

in leisure and recreational activities not listed above. 



PERSONAL AWARENESS AND SELF-IMPROVEMENT. Programs that focus on the devel- 
opment of improved self-awareness, avoidance of stressful behavior, and improved decision- 
making skills. 

37.01 Personal Awareness and Self-Improvement. Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 37.0101- 37.0199. 

37.0101 Self-Awareness and Personal Assessment. A program that focuses 
on the knowledge and skills useful in becoming aware of one's feelings, 
using methods of assessing one's personal attributes, and being aware 
of how one is perceived by others. 

37.0102 Stress Management and Coping Skills. A program that focuses on the 
knowledge and skills useful in avoiding stressful situations and managing 
them when they occur, including dealing with complex and long-term 
stressful relationships. 

37.0103 Personal Decision-Making Skills. A program that focuses on how to 
develop individuals' abilities to assess decisions affecting their lives and 
to make life choices consistent with needs and beliefs. 

37.0104 Self-Esteem and Values Clarification. A program that focuses on the 
development of personal philosophies and ideas of positive self-concept 
and self-worth, and applying these knowledge and skills in everyday 
circumstances. 

37.0199 Personal Awareness and Self-Improvement, Other. Any instructional 

program in personnel awareness and self-improvement not listed above. 
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CHAPTER VI 

HIGH SCHOOL/SECONDARY DIPLOMAS AND CERTIFICATE PROGRAMS 



The CIP codes in this chapter define formal instructional programs at the high school level only. 
Data on high school completions and awards are collected and analyzed annually by the United 
States Department of Education. High school/secondary awards that do not reflect completion of an 
instructional program (such as Certificates of Attendance) are not included in the CIP taxonomy. 

Regular high school diplomas, regardless of type, represent the successful completion of 16 or 
more prescribed Carnegie Units of instruction. (Each Carnegie Unit equals one academic year of 
instruction in a specific subject matter area, at approximately one instructional hour per school day.) 

Depending on state policy, secondary students enrolled in vocational and other programs may 
receive more than one completion award. In states offering separate vocational diplomas, 
individuals receiving recognized vocational diplomas will also have completed a regular secondary 
academic program, and will be simultaneously certified in both. Other states do not offer a separate 
secondary vocational diploma, but offer either a certificate of completion in specified vocational 
programs or program areas, or make no distinction at all. 

Proficiency in specific academic subject matter areas is also certified in some states by the 
simultaneous award of a regular secondary diploma and certification of competence in one or more 
specific programs or program areas. Other states award separate college preparatory diplomas to 
those students completing specified credits in academic subjects. In addition, a few states award 
honors or regents diplomas that certify outstanding scholastic performance in either academic or 
vocational programs. 

State policy also determines the treatment of completions and awards in the area of special 
education. Under the authority of PL 94-142, all handicapped students in the United States under 
age 21 must have an Individualized Education Plan (IEP), which specifies the knowledge and skills 
that the student is expected to achieve. Some states implement this national requirement by 
awarding a regular secondary diploma to students who successfully complete their IEP 
requirements, without regard to the standard Carnegie Unit requirements of such diplomas. Other 
states award certificates of IEP completion along with attendance certificates, but not diplomas. Still 
others do not formally recognize IEP completions, and do not separately distinguish special 
education students receiving any kind of award. 

It is also possible to be certified to have met diploma requirements without having attended a 
traditional or recognized secondary school, or having completed a program, either by examination or 
by official acceptance of credentials earned outside the United States. 



HIGH SCHOOL/SECONDARY DIPLOMAS AND CERTIFICATES. Instructional programs that 
define the prescribed requirements for high school/secondary school graduation. 



53.01 High School/Secondary Diploma Programs. Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 53.0101 - 53.0199. 

53.0101 Regular/General High School/Secondary Diploma Program. An 

instructional program that defines the prescribed minimum requirements 
specified by a state, province, or other jurisdiction for completion of, and 
graduation from an undifferentiated regular secondary school program 
representing 12 academic years of schooling intended for school-age 
students. 
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53.0102 College/University Preparatory and Advanced High 
School/Secondary Diploma Program. An instructional program that 
defines the prescribed requirements, specified by a state, province, or 
other jurisdiction, for completion of, and graduation from, a secondary 
school program of academic subject matter designed to meet typical 
college and university entrance requirements. 

53.0103 Vocational High School and Secondary Business/Vocational- 
Industrial/Occupational Diploma Program. An instructional program 
that defines the prescribed requirements, specified by a state or other 
jurisdiction, for high school/secondary school graduation in a vocational 
program — together with other required subject matter, and that may 
prepare individuals for specific occupations or direct labor market entry. 

53.0104 Honors/Regents High School/Secondary Diploma Program. An 

instructional program that defines the prescribed requirements, specified 
by a state, province, or other jurisdiction for high school/secondary school 
graduation in an academic or vocational program at a prescribed level of 
outstanding scholastic performance, or via meeting special requirements 
beyond the minimum. 

53.0105 Adult High School/Secondary Diploma Program (NEW). An 

instructional program that defines the prescribed requirements, specified 
by a state, province, or other jurisdiction for the completion of, and 
graduation from a secondary school program of academic subject matter 
offered fir adult learners outside of the regular secondary school 
program. This does not include adult compensatory education programs 
resulting in completion of a high school equivalency certificate or diploma. 

53.0199 High School/Secondary Diploma Programs, Other. Any high 

school/secondary diploma program not listed above, such as diplomas 
awarded to special education students for completion of an individualized 
education plan (IEP). 



53.02 High School/Secondary Certificate Programs. Instructional content for this group of 
programs is defined in codes 53.0201- 53.0299. 



53.0201 High School Equivalence Certificate Program. An instructional 
program that defines the requirements for meeting the minimum high 
school/secondary completion requirements specified by a U.S. state or 
other jurisdiction, for adult learners who did not complete secondary 
school. Includes undertaking a specified program of studies and 
obtaining a prescribed passing score on the General Educational 
Development Test (GED) or provincial examinations. These awards 
represent the legally recognized equivalent of secondary school 
graduation. 

53.0202 High School Certificate of Competence Program. An instructional 
program that defines the content requirements for meeting specified 
performance standards in various secondary school studies that does not 
represent completion of and graduation from secondary school, as 
prescribed by a U.S. state or other jurisdiction. Includes such 
requirements as passing a state- or province-mandated academic 
achievement test and completing other specified requirements for 
subject-matter competence. These awards may be given for partial 
completion of secondary school or for achieving a specified high level of 
concentration and/or performance in certain subjects, and may be 
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awarded independently or in conjunction with a high school/secondary 
diploma. 

53.0203 Certificate of IEP Completion Program. An instructional program that 

defines the requirements for meeting specified goals pertaining to an 
Individual Educational Program established by a local school system 
under the authority of a state or other jurisdiction. Specific content varies 
by student and may or may not equal a regular high school/secondary 
school program. 

53.0299 High School/Secondary Certificates, Other. Any certificate program at 

the high school/secondary instructional level not listed above.

The codes in Series 55. are for the exclusive use of Statistics Canada in collecting data on Canadian 
programs in French that correspond to English programs (such as those listed in Series 23. for native 
speakers of the language). The use of Series 55. codes in the United States is inappropriate. 
Programs that provide instruction in French as a foreign language or that equip individuals to teach 
French in school settings should be reported either under Series 13. or 16.

Technology Education/Industrial Arts 
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Definitions and explanations of key terms used in the CIP are provided below. 



ACADEMIC PROGRAM. An instructional program that does not lead directly, or by the nature of its content, to qualification 
for entry-level or advanced practice in an occupational^ specific or first-professional field. 

ASSOCIATE'S DEGREE. An award that requires the completion of at least 2 but less than 4 full-time equivalent academic 
years of college-level work in an academic or occupational^ specific field of study, and which meets institutional standards 
for otherwise satisfying the requirements for this degree level. 

BACHELOR'S DEGREE. An award that requires the completion of at least 4 but not more than 5 full-time equivalent 
academic years of college-level work in an academic or occupational^ specific field of study, and which meets institutional 
standards for otherwise satisfying the requirements for this degree level. 

CERTIFICATE. A formal award certifying the satisfactory completion of a secondary or postsecondary instructional 
program or satisfactory performance on tests measuring required knowledge and skills. 

CIP (CLASSIFICATION OF INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAMS). NCES publication that classifies instructional programs by 
standard terminology for curriculum and instruction in local and state school systems and postsecondary institutions. 

CREDIT. Recognition of attendance and/or performance in an instructional activity (course or program) that can be applied 
by a recipient to requirements for a degree, diploma, certificate, or other formal award. 

DEGREE. An award conferred by a college, university, or other postsecondary educational institution as official recognition 
for the successful completion of a program of studies. 

DIPLOMA. A formal document certifying the successful completion of a prescribed program of studies. 

DOCTOR'S DEGREE. An award that requires advanced work beyond the master's degree at the graduate level, including 
the preparation and defense of a dissertation based on original research or the planning and execution of an original project 
involving applied research. 

FIRST-PROFESSIONAL CERTIFICATE (POST-DEGREE). An award that requires completion of an organized program of 
study designed for persons who have completed the first-professional degree. Examples could be refresher courses, or 
additional units of study in a specialty or subspecialty. 

FIRST-PROFESSIONAL DEGREE. An award that requires postsecondary study of of the basic body of knowledge and 
skills required to function as an entry-level professional in certain fields specified for reporting purposes by the U.S. 
Department of Education. These awards require the completion of a program that meets all of the following criteria: (1) 
completion of the program provides the academic prerequisites necessary for licensure in a recognized profession; (2) 
requires at least 2 years of college-level study prior to entering the program; and (3) the degree is awarded after a period of 
study such that the total registered time to the degree, including both pre-professional and professional study, equals at 
least 6 full-time equivalent academic years.

Osteopathic Medicine (D.O.) Divinity/Ministry (B.D., M.Div.) 
Rabbinical and Talmudic Studies (M.H.L., Rav) 



HIGH SCHOOL DIPLOMA. A document certifying the successful completion of a prescribed secondary school program of 
studies, and/or the attainment of satisfactory scores on authorized performance tests. 

HIGH SCHOOL EQUIVALANCY CERTIFICATE. A certificate awarded to a person meeting required levels of performance 
on the Tests of General Educational Development (GED) or another state specified examination. 
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MASTER'S DEGREE. An award that requires the successful completion of a program of study of at least the full-time 
equivalent of 1 but not more than 2 academic years of work beyond the bachelor's degree. 

OCCUPATIONALLY SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAM. An instructional program whose expressed intent is to 
impart work-related knowledge and skills at the secondary and postsecondary levels. The term has been historically applied 
to vocational programs offered in grades 11 and 12 at the secondary level, and to postsecondary vocational and technical 
education programs at the sub-baccalaureate level. The concept, however, applies to any program designed to prepare 
individuals for work at any level, and thus encompasses baccalaureate and postbaccalaureate programs related to 
professional education. 

PERSONAL IMPROVEMENT AND LEISURE PROGRAMS. Instructional programs that provide individuals with non-credit 
opportunities to improve their knowledge and skills in areas of personal interest, including leisure time activities, basic skills, 
citizenship activities, health-related knowledge and skills, and personal awareness and self-improvement. Such programs 
do not qualify a person professionally, nor do they produce transferable academic credits or recognized degree 
completions. 

POSTBACCALAUREATE CERTIFICATE. An award that requires completion of an organized program of study beyond the 
bachelor's degree and that does not meet the requirements of academic degrees carrying the title of master. 

POST-MASTER'S CERTIFICATE. An award that requires completion of an organized program of study beyond the 
master's degree that does not meet the requirements of an academic degree at the doctorate level (e.g. Educational 
Specialist Certificate). 

POSTSECONDARY AWARDS, CERTIFICATES OR DIPLOMAS (LESS THAN 1 ACADEMIC YEAR). An award that 
requires completion of an organized program of study at the postsecondary level of less than 1 full-time equivalent 
academic year (2 semesters or 3 quarters) or in less than 900 contact hours. 

POSTSECONDARY AWARDS, CERTIFICATES OR DIPLOMAS (AT LEAST 1 BUT LESS THAN 2 ACADEMIC YEARS). 

An award that requires completion of an organized program of study at the postsecondary level of at least 1 but less than 2 
full-time equivalent academic years, or designed for completion in at least 30 but less than 60 credit hours, or in at least 900 
but less than 1 ,800 contact hours. 

POSTSECONDARY AWARDS, CERTIFICATES OR DIPLOMAS (AT LEAST 2 BUT LESS THAN 4 ACADEMIC YEARS). 

An award that requires completion of an organized program of study at the postsecondary level in at least 2 but less than 4 
full-time equivalent academic years, or designed for completion in at least 60 but less than 120 credit hours, or in at least 
1,800 but less than 3,600 contact hours. 

POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION. The provision of a formal course of study whose curriculum is designed primarily for 
students who have completed the requirements for a high school diploma or its equivalent. This includes programs whose 
purpose is academic, vocational, and continuing professional education, and excludes avocational and adult basic 
education programs. 

PROGRAM. A combination of courses and related activities organized for the attainment of broad educational objectives 
described by the institution. 

PROGRAM SPECIALTY. A specific instructional program that is identified in the CIP taxonomy by a 6-digit CIP code. 
(Example: 09.0102 Mass Communication/Media Studies). 

PROGRAM SERIES. A summary group of related instructional programs designated by the first 2 or 4 digits of the CIP 
programs. (Examples: 03. Series NATURAL RESOURCES AND CONSERVATION, 09.01 Series Communication and 
Media Studies). 

PROGRAM WITH NO FORMAL AWARD. Any formally organized program with stated occupational or other objectives and 
well-defined completion requirements that does not lead to a formal award. 
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
